COLUMNS 



Every now and then someone actually sends me an 
interview concerning the label/zine/bands I do and one 
question that is very common is, "How would you 
compare the punk scene today to the punk scene of the 
past" or something of that ilk. First off, thanks everyone 
for the constant reminder that I'm old. But also thanks 
for considering me NOT too old that I can't remember 
anything past last night's meal. 

It's an interesting question, though admittedly I 
usually give a stock answer such as, "The past sucked, it's 
all about NOW. Better bands, better 
communication...there's really no comparison." But 
that is the "positive" me speaking. Trust me, there's 
plenty of things that are different and I'm gonna wax 
poetic on that very subject here. 

The most damaging thing for the modern punk scene 
is the Internet. It helps so very much for "business" 
purposes, but the shit-end of the stick is all the frothing 
ass-licks on these message boards. I don't mind perusing 
the various boards out there when I have a free minute 
and have learned to bear a thick skin when reading 
criticisms and such about my various products. 
Sometimes I encounter outright lies, or worse, catch 
someone sticking the knife in one of my friend's backs. 
This I can't really stand for. So I have adopted tactics to 
defend my brethren. Mainly, I attack with a hell-fire 
storm of verbal abuse. Nothing is sacred. No words are off 
limits. I rail, hem, haw, insult everyone, threaten 
violence, etc. It generally works, or at least gets a laugh. 
The downfall is I generally feel like crap about it 
afterwards. It's degrading to actually read someone spill 
lies out their ass about you. I feel justified in attacking 
back, but still, I feel crappy every time. In the glorious 
past, we had no web. We dealt with stuff face to face. We 
fought if we had to. We held grudges, and carry them to 
this very day, against the assholes that fucked with us. 
Here, I have to agree with Brody's Militia: violence does 
solve some things. I sure feel better after a fight than an 
Internet squabbling match with people who won't even 
be punks in two years. So post your lame opinions 
wherever you want, but if you get your face smashed in, 
chances are it's by someone over thirty. 


The DIY explosion of the last 8-9 years 
has created an easy outlet for bands to 
publish and manufacture records/zines on 
their own at amazing rates. Every week I 
get at least 4-5 DIY released records and 
they just keep pouring in. I don't give a shit 
if there's a glut of records. I recall a time 
when there was no easy way to obtain 
records except by mailorder. I'd spend 3-4 
hours a week scanning record lists from 
distros, collectors and labels, getting 
papercuts from licking envelopes, and 
waiting a month to get my package of 
goodies. Respect for non-American records 
was high and getting my package from 
Japan, Europe or South America was akin 
to going to church for me. Nowadays, I see 
little respect for foreign music. Mainly this 
is occurring because we live in what I call a 
"tribute scene". We have glorified the past, 
named all our bands after our favorite 
bands LP's or songs, copied their style and 
regurgitated it all out like bulimics. No 
originality exists today, it's all yesterday's 
news. The current DIY environment and 
this comical dedication to a scene 22 years 
ago is, well, disappointing. The hardcore 
from the 90's gets little credit, but the 
bands in the 90's took the stale confines of 
80's punk and created new styles and ways 
of living as a DIY punk. Today, we have a 
scene of snobs, looking for the next Black 
Flag in third-rate play-it-safe hardcore 
bands. What made hardcore so appealing to 
me when I was seventeen was that nothing 
was played safe...things were said off the 
cuff, from the heart, be it right or wrong. I 
sell very few foreign hardcore these days to 
kids. In the 90's I could get 15 copies of 
even the most marginal band's EP and sell 
them all. Now I get about 5 copies and hope 
for the best. No matter how much I praise 
certain bands, it's just not happening today. 
That's rather disturbing. Fuck the tribute 
scene and fuck the snobs. 

Bands in the 80's used to stick it out. It 
was not unfamiliar for a band to be around 
4-5 years before their first record came out. 
This made the bands persevere, get some 
battle scars and show they were punks for 
life. Now it's all about having "one or two 
practices, put out a record and maybe in a 
month we'll play our first show...then in a 
year we'll break up, start a new band and 
play all the cool fests as "ex-members of". 
What a fucking joke. I hate fests. Fuck 'em. 
They bow to celebrity, ass kissing and 
everything I hate about punk. 

There are some things I really like 
about today's scene. The kids seem more 
vibrant, ready to slam, and actually seem 
interested in local and/or new bands...at 
least here in the Bay Area. And well they 
should because our local scene is smoking 
hot right now. When I was a kid I'd spend 
all night getting fucked up and just catch 
the last band half of the time. There are 
more older people sticking it out, making it 
out to shows. I cannot emphasize how 


important it is to attend shows. The gigs are the 
only place the punks seem to get along. It's the 
only real way to support the scene. Putting out 
records, doing zines, sitting in chatrooms...all 
bogus horseshit. If you don't go to shows, you're no 
punk. You're a tourist. And that doesn't mean 
going to shows only when your band plays or the 
hip out-of-town band is playing. That means going 
to locals-only gigs on Wednesdays. It means paying 
to get in. It means contributing to the bard work 
of the promoters that do it for zippo. Got it? And 
who are the biggest culprits? The dreaded 
"twenty-somethings". Jaded at twenty-five? That 
tells me you're a fucking asswipe and had no 
business pretending to be a punk in the first 
place. Go die. 

Ah, now I feel better. Let's review. Young kids 
and old people are golden. Twenty somethings are 
dorks and ruin everything and are 100% of the 
scene's problems. The "tribute scene" needs to die 
a violent brutal death. If you start a band and 
break up next month, you're a wussy and don't 
classify as a punk. Like spouting off on the net? 
Don't be surprised if some old dude cracks open 
your skull (or at least tells you to "choke on dog 
cum, bitch"). I love DIY and all the great records 
it supplies me but hate the lame snobs that seem 
to think their uninformed criticisms and opinions 
actually mean more, than say, jackshit. Til death, 
Whiplash 



What surprised me the most was that her voice 
barely even shook as she told me what happened. 
It was the last day of this year's Pointless Fest, 
and instead of watching the bands, I sat on the 
steps of the church across the street and listened 
to a friend of mine tell me about how she had 
been raped four days earlier. Not just harassed, or 
bothered, made to feel uncomfortable. Raped. 
Some douchebag tagger kid climbed into her bed 
while she was drunk, about to pass out, and had 
sex with her against her will. And you know what 
his justification was? "It's okay, I'll pull out." My 
friend is eighteen years old, and she's already a 
rape survivor. 

This is fucking bullshit. As much as we hear 
"no means no," as much as we'd like to think that 
the punx are above this sexist crap, girls and 
women are still getting assaulted and raped 
everyday. What isn't getting through to us? Later 
that day, during Signal Lost's set, it was brought to 
the attention of the fest-goers that not one, but 
three women had been raped during the fest, and 
the perpetrators were all members of our 
community. The punks did this. These three girls 
(who, from what I understand, were all high- 







school age, even younger than me) came to the fest to 
see some bands, hang out with their friends, eqjoy the 
waning days of summer; they sure as shit did not come 
to the fest to sustain life-long scars from some macho 
asshole on a power trip. 

I don't feel that I'm in any position to provide 
concrete details or give any factual account of what 
actually happened (we're working on a deadline here, 
and there's still no reliable information readily 
available), so unfortunately I can't dispel rumors or 
provide a definitive account of events. But, regardless of 
names, dates, and particulars, the fact remains that 
three girls were raped that weekend, joining my good 
friend and millions of other women worldwide who have 
had to suffer this terrifying and demeaning experience. 
This is not fucking okay, and this is not something we 
can stand by and let happen right before our eyes, in our 
community. Rape is one of the most (if not the most) 
atrocious things you can do to a woman, and especially 
to a teenage girl, one who is still trying to come to terms 
with her body and accept the way it affects her day-to- 
day life. Rape can turn gregarious, outspoken women 
submissive and depressed, making fear, shame, and rage 
an inextricable part of their everyday life. That is 
unacceptable. 

The douchebag that raped my friend didn't even pull 
out after all, and she had to go to Planned Parenthood 
the next day to get a morning-after pill. In case you 
don't know, the morning-after pill is not a walk in the 
park, although it's far better than a clinical abortion. 
It's painful and invasive, not to mention that no matter 
how pro-choice you are, the idea of killing something 
that lives inside yourself is fucking scary. I'm thankful 
that my friend's okay now, that she won't have to go 
through the trauma of a clinical abortion, but the fact 
that she isn't going to have a baby doesn't make up for 
the shit she's had to go through these past few weeks in 
her head. Being raped completely annihilates your self- 
worth; it teaches you that you're shit, you deserve 
nothing, and you'll get nothing. You feel worthless and 
hopeless, and no amount of compliments or consolation 
from anyone can change that. This devaluation is 
happening to our friends and members of our family 
every day, and it's up to us to stop it, to let the rapists 
know that what they did is not fucking okay under any 
circumstances. 

I was hanging out with my friend last night by the 
train tracks down the block from Gilman. We were 
having a good time, catching up on old news, when all of 
a sudden she stopped dead in her tracks. She pointed to 
four silhouetted figures in the distance. All she had to 
whisper was. "that's him," and I knew exactly what she 
was talking about. The way her smile disappeared, her 
eyes fell to the ground, she suddenly became silent. I 
knew that it was that fucking asshole who raped her. 
And he had the audacity to walk right up to us and say 
hi to her, as if they were old friends. I wanted to break 
his fucking nose. But she didn't want me to talk to him, 
and I respect that, so I held back. But what scares me 
shitless about this situation is that this guy was 
apparently oblivious to the fact that what he did to her 
is fucked up, and it's going to stay with her for the rest 
of her life. 

We need to be supportive right now, of our friends 
and of the survivors from pointless fest. The most 
important thing is to make sure they feel safe; if that 
entails kicking some douchebag's ass, fine, if it means 
just shutting up, that's fine too. But these women need 


to know that punk rock can be a safe space for 
them, and that they have our full support in any 
path of healing they might choose to take. I wish 
them strength and solidarity, and I hope that the 
assholes that raped them (and anyone else that 
hasn't taken no for an answer) get what's fucking 
coming to them.

The above sub heading isn't necessarily related to 
the following, but I stand by it. Reviewers are always 
lazy, a few years ago any band that was fast was 
compared to Charles Bronson or Spazz. Scalplock? 
They sound like Spazz. Despise You? TOTAL Charles 
Bronson worship. Assuck? Oh, they kinda sounded 
like Charles Bronson meets Spazz, but older... 

Now it's all, "this band sounds like Tragedy/ 
From Ashes Rise" because they have at least one of 
the following: 

* a d beat 

* a part that isn't in bar chords 

* a production that doesn't sound like shit. 

Skitsystem? Oh, they're obviously heavily 
influenced by the Tragedy school of hardcore. 


Discharge? Imagine a really stripped down 
version of From Ashes Rise with a raw 
production, kinda amateurish, but I'm sure 
their next record will be awesome. 

Laying my cards on the table, Tragedy bore 
me to tears and the last From Ashes Rise 
record was unfortunately what I would 
describe as borderline rubbish in several parts; 
but fuck, it's great that the d beat is back in 
circulation with a bit more respectability than 
it had before 2001. 

I really like a lot of the current d beat 
bands that are bizarrely cross referenced with 
Tragedy and that other band that used to be 
called a His Hero Is Gone rip off. But too many 
bands are slightly sucky and/ or overly heavy 
on the cheese factor. There's too much time 
wasted piling on the saccharine, soaring 
melodies and not enough time rocking out. Too 
much time spent on epic parts and not enough 
fast d beat rush into mid d beat pummel. Not 
enough pick slides and chugging the extended 
last note of a bar. And fuck violins in the neck, 
Deathside didn't use them and neither should 
you. 

What makes punk bands that push the 
envelope interesting is less the new shit that 
they do (or rather new shit they re-appropriate 
into'their sound) and more the fact that they 
manage to still stay grounded in punk.

But that wasn't what I wanted to talk 
about... 

Slippery When Wet 

So I'm standing on the upper tier at Giants 
Stadium, New Jersey, on the edge of about 
20,000 people who are singing "Shot through 
the heart and you're to blame, You give love a 
bad name." I've just worked at least 60 hours in 
three days and I still have at least five hours 
work to do before a lengthy drive back to 
Canada. My job at this exact moment in time is 
to stop mentally challenged Bon Jovi fans from 
storming the sectioned off areas so that they 
don't go up in a ball of flame. After all, there 
are enough pyrotechnic effects to start a small 
war with a Middle Eastern Theocracy about to 
go off in celebration of Mr Bon Jovi and friends 
twenty years of hard rocking and slippery when 
wetting. 

I'm basically here because I can't find any 
respectable work in Canada, largely, I suspect, 
due to my foreign status and I'm desperate for 
money. Keith phones me and asks if I want to 
go and do some "light work" (HAH!) at a Bon 
Jovi show in New Jersey and I have to say yes. I 
spend three days in an air-conditioned 
concrete bunker at Giants Stadium working 
with high explosives and power tools. On the 
last day we then take our creations up to the 







upper level of the stadium, awaiting the time 
where the result of four peoples 60 hours of 
labour will spend eight minutes making a big 
noise and looking pretty. 

Yes, I'm in the US and I'm working illegally in 
the world of corporate rock and here's what I've 
learned from the experience: 

1. I still hate fireworks. 

2. Heather Locklear has really fucking bad plastic 
surgery when you get up close. 

3. People will pay thirteen of your imperialist 
Yankee dollars for a bottle of Coors Lite. 

4. Bon Jovi are really nice to their road crew and 
you get fed better than at any European squat 
(except Archiv in Pottsdam, Germany) if you work 
for them.

Heard Of). Everything's very uncompromising, 
everybody is hard working and everybody 
embodies the true spirit and determination of 
uncompromising hardcore that is demanded of 
them.

lads and love their mothers). I'm just showing 
that they're the last people to get paid in the 
chain. 

And whilst I'm on the subject of hardcore- 
lite; I love how at these stupid mini-corporate 
hardcore and metal shows all the backprints on 
the overpriced merch say shit like "Fuck Fashion 
Core" and "True Alaskan Hardcore Raping Your 
Mother In Full Effect." In much the same way 
that fast cars are supposed to make up for a lack 
of something in some men I'm guessing 
ridiculous proclamations of how damn hardcore 
you are on your stupid shirt is to make up for the 
fact that, deep down, you know much you suck at 
being cool.

Unfortunately they're 
unable to because when they were wide-eyed 
teenagers they signed a six-album deal with their 
current label and they unexpectedly proved to be 
incredibly popular two records into that deal.

Other groups that I 
have worked with - the Bad Brains, Phantasm, 
L.A. Kaos, House of Suffering, World Trust, ... 
playing many styles of music... but my true love 
has always been metal and punk! As well as 
being a musician... I am a fan of music and many 
different bands. One thing I truly believe is that 
you should be yourself and only do what really 
makes you happy. If you are going to play music... 
do it from the heart. You can't fool people... they 
can tell if you are really into it... or not. 

Integrity and honesty are something to 
cherish... if you always remember that... the 
music that you write and perform will be that 
much better. To be a great musician you must 
work harder than all the other musicians... that's 
what separates the great ones from the bad ones. 
Last but not least...diversity is a great thing, 
embrace it! Whether you're white, black, 
whatever race, creed, gender, long hair or short 
hair, whatever you are... I hope that this column 
that I write either helps you, inspires you, or 
makes you start your own band, record label, 
music company/business, etc. I have total 
respect for the underground movement and still 
try to give back to the scene that helped me get 
to where I'm at. If you have success... never 
forget where you come from. That’s what keeps 
this music alive!!! LOUDER THAN HELL! 

Tricks of the Trade. (Survival Guide to Touring) PART I 

This is something that I think will help a lot 
of musicians male and female, while touring on 
the road. Whether it be overseas in Europe, etc. 
or in the United States of America. Depending 
upon how long your tour is... it varies. Some 
things that can help you save a lot of money. Stay 
with people who support your band that you meet 
on the road. Hotel rooms should be the last 
option... unless you are rich... they add up every 
day that you stay there. Never use the telephone 
that is provided in the hotel room... if you do 
decide to stay at one. The charge is sky high and 
it's totally not worth it! You're better off going to 
a gas station or liquor store, and buying phone 
cards. Or have the people that you are calling 
call you back to where you are at. It's all about 
saving money... especially if you are a poor 
musician. Trust me, I know how it is. Food, 
especially in Europe is different. Some of it is 
great... but if you like vegetables... it's not the 
same as in the good ol' U.S.A. Meat is not a 
problem to find... but fresh vegetables such as 
Zucchini, Broccoli, Cauliflower, or even crisp 
Lettuce... good luck. You'll be very lucky if you 
find it. For meat eaters, Europe is your paradise. 
Countries like Germany and Sweden base a lot of 
their diet around that. Try to eat more fruit... 
because you definitely can find that... apples, 
bananas... peaches, etc. There are plenty of fruit 
stands where you can find fresh produce. When 
I'm outside of California I really miss things 
like... avocados. Sometimes you don't realize how 
lucky you are until you are in a country that 
doesn't have things like that. Water. If you ask 


for water in Europe... they don't give you tap 
water... they give you bottled SPARKLING water. 
It's different at first... but you get used to it after 
awhile. If you do ask for regular water... they'll 
probably look at you weird. Especially if you ask for 
ice cubes in it. The people of Europe are also very 
well educated... so don't think that they don't know 
English... because they probably know two or three 
more languages than you do. There is also a lot to 
be learned about their cultures. If you have any 
time in between playing shows... I highly suggest 
taking in the sights and getting out to see the cities 
that you visit. It's the best way to beat boredom. If 
you've ever been held up in a hotel room for two 
and a half weeks... in one long stretch with four 
other band members... you will learn quickly that 
you will all need time to get away from each other. 
Or you will quickly get on each other's nerves and 
want to kill one another. I realize that's how a lot 
of bands break up... if they haven't been out on the 
road and been locked in a hotel room together... 
you learn what you don't like about each other. 
Even if you've got a great selling record, a kick ass 
tour and a lot of fans*., this situation can com&To a 
boiling point that will make you forget all of that. 
You will definitely need time apart... and from 
experience... this is the best way to keep your band 
together. You don't always have to hang out with 
each other to be friends. 

Another thing... nobody is above sleeping on 
the floor... if there are five band members and four 
beds... rotate the line up. One night a different 
person should sleep on the floor so that way it's fair 
to everyone. 

As to saving money on the mail... if you are going to 
tour in Europe... take the time out to get your mail 
together for European addresses... pack the postal 
parcels into your luggage ... once you have arrived 
in Europe... find the closest post office... go there 
and mail out the packages. You will be very 
surprised at the money you will save. If you are 
coming from Europe to America... the same method 
applies. 

If you are in a band... you should help out as 
much as everybody else in the band. If somebody 
puts in $25 or $100, then you should also put in the 
same. A band is a team... and every musician 
should remember that. You can also have each 
person do a different job. Somebody can set up the 
gigs... somebody can be in charge of the 
promotion.... another can be the transportation 
person... another can sell the t- 
shirt/CD/merchandise ... the only problem with this 
though... is if you are assigned a job... you damn 
well better do it good! You don't want to let the 
band down!! If you can't do it... be honest and say 
so. Your band will have more respect for you if you 
admit that you are a fuck up. Promoters... some are 
good and some are bad. It's also up to you if you 
book a show with them to stay on their ass... and 
make sure that they do a great job!! Every little bit 
helps! Flyers, Poster, word of mouth, radio, local 
papers, internet, etc. When you do find honest 
people to work with... you will know it. Those 
people are worth their weight in gold. Never forget 
them because those are the people who matter the 
most! 

For the Macho Men out there... you definitely 
don't want to be in the music business if you don't 


respect women! To me, they are the strongest part 
of the music business!! I totally respect them. I 
can't even remember any woman that I have dealt 
with ever letting me down. Honesty, hard work, 
and compassion seem to be their trademark. 
Usually if a show runs smoothly... there is a woman 
involved somewhere. Either she is in a band, put 
on the show, a sound engineer, stage manager, etc... 
it doesn't matter what country I've been to... there 
are a lot of strong women involved in the punk and 
metal music scenes and I've worked with a lot of 
them!! So the best man for the job... is probably a 
woman. Even my band... is run by a lady. As to 
people in general... I think music is about bringing 
all races, creeds and genders together... Uniting 
EVERYBODY!! Especially punks and metal heads! 
We are all brothers and sisters and have a lot in 
common!! 

Concerts, gigs, festivals, shows, should be 
celebrations of life!! Gatherings of people, 
accepting of each other! That's what attracted me 
to all this music in the first place. Before I sign 
off... I would like to leave you with some bands that 
can change your life... and enlighten it... 

In no particular order... I will give you ten: 
Discharge, Black Sabbath, Bad Brains, Judas 
Priest, Minor Threat, Iron Maiden, Dead Kennedys, 
Venom, Thin Lizzy, Poison Idea. These are just 
some of the bands who I LOVE! Remember, music 
is a gift... share it, and pass it on to the generations 
to come!!!

Then you haven't heard the best metal CD of the 
year! This is destined to be a masterpiece. You 
might as well jump on the band wagon now, 
before it runs you over. LYZANXIA combine the 
progressive songwriting that marks the best of 
neo Euro-metal with the unbridled fury of the 
best of 80s thrash metal. Into the mix they 
introduce just a hint of the ultra-violent approach 
to metal brought to the foreground by the Death 
bands of Scandinavia and Florida circa 1993. The 
sum of the parts has got to be heard to be 
believed. Maybe we should call this "scythe 
metal" because it is an album that will cut a 
broad swath across metallic genres mowing down 
fans across the board. Another critic made the 
observation that if this album had been released 
by an American band (instead of a French one) 
that everyone would be in awe. Although I tend 
to agree with that sentiment, I've got to say that 
this CD is so impressive that I can't believe it 
won't garner the attention it deserves regardless.

EXCITER 

New Testament CD 

Canada's EXCITER was originally spawned in the 
early 80s and was one of the very first bands to 
take their cue from the fastest and rawest 
NWOBHM bands (VENOM, RAVEN, MOTORHEAD, 
IRON MAIDEN etc.) and mutate it into a sound 
that would only later be called "thrash metal." In 
fact, the first two EXCITER albums "Heavy Metal 
Maniac" and "Violence and Force" are considered 
by many (myself included) to be key instigators of 
the first wave of thrash. EXCITER hit the scene 
about the same time as METALLICA and slightly 
before bands like ANTHRAX, MEGADETH and 
SLAYER so it is almost impossible to overstate 
the impact they had on metal heads of the day 
(again, myself included). This "New Testament" 
of EXCITER is an album I was looking forward to 
hearing ever since news got out that it was in the 
works. The album's appeal is that the current 
lineup (featuring original member John Ricci) 
has rerecorded tracks from throughout 
EXCITER'S two decade long career, including a 
handful of tunes from HHM and V&F. It is 
interesting to note, that in doing so the songs are 
not just re-hashed and regurgitated, instead 
EXCITER makes sure that they are infused with 
the personality of the new lineup. It would be 
almost impossible for any band, including 


EXCITER themselves, to redo these songs and 
have them be superior to the originals, but they 
come as close to doing so as could be expected. 
Admittedly Jacques Belanger's voice is 
considerably more versatile than original 
vocalist/drummer Dan Beehler's was, but I gotta 
say I miss that old one-dimensional screech. For 
oldschool fans, this album is a must. For fans of 
the re-incarnated neo-thrash metal movement, 
the album will prove a good history lesson.

CRISIS 

Like Sheep Led To Slaughter CD 

Here is an irony that only about 10 
metalheads in the world will notice... In 1979 a 
metal band named CRISIS influenced by the New 
Wave Of British Heavy Metal was formed in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. In 1983 one of their demos 
caught the attention of Bullet Records (fittingly 
enough a British label) and their classic "Armed 
to the Teeth" album was released. Although 
Bullet went belly up a couple of years later, 
CRISIS continued releasing material including an 
album called "Kick it Out," a 7" called "Keep 
Fighting," songs on compilations, and a "best of 
retrospective called "Saved From Extinction." 
The band was even bootlegged with a 90 minute 
cassette album called "A Decade of Disasters." In 
the 90s the band changed their name to ROUGH 
NIGHT and released more material, changed 
their name again to 440 and released more 
material and again changed their name (this time 
to HARD BARGAIN-with all the original CRISIS 
members), releasing a full length CD a couple of 
years ago. CRISIS was one of the most significant 
metal bands ever to hail from Utah (the MOST 
significant in the 80s). So here is the irony... A 
New York band also named CRISIS surfaced in 
the 90s and released albums on the Too Damn 
Hype and Metal Blade labels. The NY band was 
far more high profile than the SLC band and 
contributed greatly to the SLC band changing 
their name. Here is the irony... The New York 
CRISIS (after a long hiatus that included a short¬ 
lived name change) has a new album out on The 
End Records which is based in, yep, Salt Lake 
City. Interesting? Probably not. But you now 
know some metal trivia that even your most 
oldschool friends won't know. 

So how is the new CRISIS (NY) album? 
Great. Karyn Crisis' voice wraps around a 
powerhouse delivery that is equal parts thrash, 
death and doom. CRISIS was always noteworthy 
for their non-conventional delivery, but they also 
always managed to not go so far "out there" that 
fans couldn't relate. All of which is certainly still 
true. This CD is like nothing you’ve heard before, 
yet has all the right pieces to connect with even 
the least adventurous of headbangers who want it 
brutal and want it NOW!

Far from the Madding Ground CD

Behind Mankind’s Disguise CD 
I'm not sure why it took me so long to get around 
to reviewing this CD but it seems appropriate to 
finally do so.

The Wars of Gods and Men CD 
To be perfectly honest this CD couldn't have 
landed in my hands at a more perfect time. For 
the past few weeks I have been listening to 
almost nothing but 80s thrash metal and 
although WARRIOR were never a thrash band, I 
am still far more receptive to this album now 
than I would have been a few months ago. For 
many, WARRIOR'S 1985 debut "Fighting For the 
Earth" was a classic. I bought it and I liked it, 
but considering the multitude of stellar releases 
that year, it never came close to becoming a 
favorite. The band literally disappeared shortly 
after its release and I never even missed them. A 
decade later they reformed, but until "The Wars 
of Gods and Men" I hadn't heard any of their new 
material.

WARRIOR 
has recruited the services of former KROKUS 
vocalist Marc Storace (whose leather lungs have 
always been a personal favorite) and the choice 
might accurately be described as a stroke of 
genius. The precise delivery of WARRIOR'S 
quasi-power metal forms a solid framework for 
Storace to work his magic on. Stellar 
songwriting, sharp production and just the right 
balance of aggression and class mark this CD as

FORGE 

Bring on the Apocalypse CD 
It took me forever to write this review for one 
simple reason... I didn't listen to the CD. I so 
despised FORGE's previous CD "Trials" that I

A lot of bands have tried to take the domineering 
crunch of pure death metal and incorporate it into 
a more sonically diverse delivery.

Hi there, readers! I'm new here and jumping in 
right at the deadline, so please excuse any 


excessive rambling in this, my first column. My 
name is Doug and I play in a couple of punk 
bands, help run a fledgling record label and fully 
endorse Jim Beam bourbon, Black Tail magazine 
and fucked up punk rock noise. Hailing from the 
backwoods of southern Ohio, I'll be serving as an 
ambassador for the oft forsaken Midwest here in 
the pages of SF&L. Hopefully I'll make myself 
useful and get around to interviewing a couple of 
real hardcore cripplers (like WIDESPREAD 
BLOODSHED) for upcoming issues.-In the 
meanwhile, I'll just babble on for a bit about 
some ripping bands I've been lucky enough to 
see in the past several months. What's more 
important than live thrash? Not a fucking thing! 
So much for the formal introduction bullshit, 
let's get on with it. 

First off, Traumafest in Spain fucking ruled. 
Romance was in the warm spring air of 
downtown Madrid and what better way to shake 
off the mental atrophy of my wintertime 
hibernation coma then to have the ol' ears 
sodomized by some of the most brutal bands on 
the planet. I stowed away in HELLNATION's 
giant crate of merch (yeah, they're sold out of 
the "Thrash or Die" thongs) and witnessed all 
the mayhem of this amazing two-days of 
debauchery firsthand. I met up with a few 
friends and got stupid drunk several nights in a 
row at various bars around the city. There was a 
small "welcome to Madrid" gig the night before 
the Traumafest that took place in a tiny club on 
the outside of a bull-fighting arena. The only 
matadors that showed up were both from 
Kentucky. Our gift to the promoter of the festival, 
a half-gallon of bottom-shelf rotgut, quickly 
disappeared and the first night remains a blur... 
but I'm relatively sure it was a blast! The next 
two nights were great, too. The fest itself 
featured a nice mix of hyper thrash and grinding 
death metal. The highlights for me included the 
gore-soaked hijinks of HAEMORRHAGE, the 
tighter-than-your-little-sister-on-prom-night 
thrash of YACOPSAE, the brain-melting 
grindcore fury of MACHETAZO and listening to 
the guys from CRIPPLE BASTARDS sing a 
beautifully drunken rendition of "Ava Maria" in 
the bar after the gig! And there was drinking. 
Lots of drinking. Where else are you going to see 
members of HELLNATION and AGATHOCLES 
cut the rug with sickening disco moves on the 
dance floor of some upscale nightclub? To the 
complete horror of the straight-laced regulars, 
this was just the sort of awesomely idiotic after¬ 
show antics that went down after Traumafest! 
You'll get your own chance to join the fun next 
year, as it seems Raul has decided to make this 
an annual event. EXTREME NOISE TERROR, 
MACABRE, PUNGENT STENCH and REPULSION 
are among the bands playing next time so book 
those tickets now and check it out! 

Now it's down to South America for the 
HELLNATION, VIVISICK & MUKEKA DI RATO 
assault on Brazil. Urn bando de filhos da puta! If 
you haven't had the chance to check out 
MUKEKA DI RATO, please do yourself a favor 
and do it now. Their new split LP with VIVISICK 
is killer. I was lucky enough to see these lunatics 
play live about ten nights in a row and they just 












have no equal. Take all the best elements of 
rockin' punk, crushing hardcore and just a subtle 
dash of grindcore and you have MUKEKA DI 
RATO. As absolutely crucial as MUKEKA's 
records are, they just don't come close to 
capturing the energy of their live shows. You 
could light up all of Rio Di Janeiro with a single 
set by these crazy fuckers. Sure, I've seen the 
occasional sing-a-long during the chorus of a 
popular band's most catchy song or during an 
especially hot cover tune, but I'd never seen 
anything like this! When MUKEKA plays, 
regardless of if they're in their hometown or not, 
everybody sings along with every fucking word of 
every single song throughout their entire set! 
That includes the hyper fast thrash parts with 
Bebe doing his best indecipherable Barney 
Greenway vocal impersonation... everyone in the 
massive crowds sing along with every fucking 
word! Awesome! You could tell when they'd play 
a new tune, as the audience would calm down a 
bit and just settle for going ballistic instead of 
absolutely fucking apeshit. These guys are some 
cool fucking cats, too. I really hope they'll make 
it to the USA eventually, and if they do... you had 
better fucking go! 

Another bunch of thrash maniacs that I've 
had the pleasure to overdose on in the past 
several months is Tokyo's VIVISICK. Whether 
they were rocking the roof off the club in front of 
a colossal crowd in Sao Paulo, Brazil or playing 
to five dudes in an art gallery in Ithaca, New 
York; VIVISICK never held back one drop of 
energy. I was blown away every single night. And 
you wanna talk about bad ass rock and roll 
motherfuckers? Check out their drummer 
Kimura in his cop shades and spiked leather 
vest, beating the crap out of the skins and eating 
a path of destruction through three continents. 
Totally wasted on cheap beer, playing on next to 
no sleep or playing in a laundry room with one 
functioning electric outlet; there wasn't a night 
that these boys played anything less than a 
stellar set. Seriously, these guys were so rock 
solid it was unreal. Knowing how well organized 
the gigs are in Japan and how nice the 
equipment supplied by the Japanese venues 
tends to be, I'm surprised these dudes can pull it 
off as well as they do under the random chaos 
they're given to work with here. But they do it, 
and they make it look easy! In the past year or 
so, I've read a few geeks on the internet taking 
part in the obligatory hipster backlash against 
the current popularity of Japanese hardcore. To 
those ignorant fuckwads I say this: try getting off 
your lame asses and going to a gig by one of 
these bands and then see how quick you'll be 
eating your worthless words. You can stick that 
boring crustmetal jazz up your ass; I'll take a 
high-octane ass whoopin' from VIVISICK 
anytime! 

While on the road with VIVISICK here in the 
States, we saw some other really killer bands. 
THREATENER in Ann Arbor were damn nice. 
Fast as shit, those guys. On down the road in 
Philly, we were all chomping at the bit to see the 
legendary FLAG OF DEMOCRACY shred the 
basement, but the police showed up during 
VIVISICK's set and politely asked that the noise 


be brought to an end. Never ones to disappoint, the 
FOD dudes played their newest studio recording for us 
on someone's car stereo and hooked us up with t- 
shirts. If there is one band that needs to do a proper 
US tour, it's fucking FOD! Mike from CRUCIAL UNIT 
has a new band called WARZONE WOMYN that sounds 
kinda like APARTMENT 213 possessed by the ghost of 
CROSSED OUT. They opened the gig in Pittsburgh at 
my personal favorite venue, the Mr. Roboto Project. 
The next day our main man Ian took us out for some 
killer Thai food, an international "Ice Hockey" 
showdown took place on the 8-bit Nintendo (USA 
dominated) and then we set out for the heartland in 
search of yet more aural outrage. 

Finally back on the home front of Satan's personal 
favorite state, Ohio, there ended up being an 
unscheduled impromptu reunion by Cleveland 
murdercore butchers GORDON SOLIE 
MOTHERFUCKERS. The violence level was 
surprisingly low but the rock meter was off the fucking 
chart. Thugbad Bearbomb's basement will probably 
never be the same and Painesville is lucky to still be 
standing! A few nights later in Columbus, the return of 
the mighty NINE SHOCKS TERROR went down with 
all the grace and grandeur of a Ric Flair ring entrance. 
Wedge, the Filthy Animal Taylor of hardcore punk 
rock, was back behind the drum kit where he belongs 
and all was right in the world of hardcore. Rumors 
were flying that this was to be the boys' last gig, but a 
reliable source screams "bullshit" to that gossip. Who 
knows? In addition to the break-up rumors, bodies 
went flying as the band blasted away on our eardrums 
from the tiny stage in that lovely little dive known as 
Bernie's. Shortly after the gig, pool cues went flying as 
the band blasted away on some dudes in the parking 
lot. Welcome to Ohio, motherfuckers! 

That's about it. I do want to take this chance to 
point out two semi-new bands from around my neck of 
the woods that pretty much anyone reading this would 
be way into. The first is TUMOR FEAST (c/o Dane, 
2911Queen City Avenue, Cincinnati, Ohio 45238) and 
they have a demo out called "Clowned" that nails all 
three points covered in the name of this 'zine. Think 


anecdotes about their experiences 
at 924 Gilman, the 924 Gilman 
book is finally out. Brian Edge is a 
saint for sticking with the project 
and seeing it through to completion. And I 
may have issues from time to time with their 
record and zine review staff (not you, Mike- 
don't get that Eeyore look on your lil' face.), 
but MRR gets high fives for publishing and 
distributing this book.

It's pretty amazing to read through the 
list to see all of the great bands that have 
played there. It was funny to see how many of 
the shows I had attended, and I was stoked to 
remember that I had gotten a chance to play 
with NAKED RAYGUN with my old band. I 
remembered seeing them play, but I guess I 
forgot 1 had gotten to play with them. Weird. 
Pick up this book. It's a fun read. 

I thought about this book over the summer 
when I was on tour. I met a nice kid in upstate 
New York, who sensed my age (it must have 
been my maturity-haha) and he was asking me 
what it was like having seen all of the "classic" 
Gilman bands like OPERATION IVY, 
CRIMPSHRINE, etc. I thought he was going to 
shit his pants, or at the very least, die from 
jealousy when I told him BLATZ had played in 
my parents' backyard and other stories about 
everything from having attended every single 
Slap A Ham Fiestagrande to being at 
OPERATION IVY's last show to getting to see 
certain bands that he was excited about. I felt 
strange telling him about all of this because 1 
kind of felt like a dinosaur or like a grandma

There are times when being a teacher 
is absolutely hilarious, like when kids ask me on 
the first day of school if I like SLAYER (they gave 
me the devil horns in class-bad ass!), but there 
are also times when the merging of my personal 
life and professional life gets uncomfortable. 
I've had students go to see my bands play, but 
usually the students who do this are kids I'm 
tight with, so it's not a big deal. The times it gets 
uncomfortable are really weird, though. Like 
what if Tommy shows his mom our website? 
What if he or another student gets a hold of our 
album (maybe calling it The Castrator wasn't a 
good idea...) and shows it to his right-wing 
parents while saying, "This is my English 
teacher's band!" You never know...I've been 
pretty lucky so far, but I worry sometimes. 

YOU'RE A DORK 

In the past and present, I've had the 
displeasure of having conversations with people 
who either play in well-known local or touring 
bands, write for a well-known zines or do a well- 
known label, who takes themselves and their 
project way too seriously. You know the 
type...they are always talking about what 
upcoming project their band has coming up 
(even if you didn't ask), they're always "slyly" 
attempting to tell you how popular their 
band/label/zine is (again, like you care since you 
know they're full of shit anyways), and they're 
always attempting to name drop (and again, like 
you care who they know). I love DIY, but there 
are times when I'm involved in or overhear 
conversations that make me realize that DIY is 
very much like a high school. Like the popular 
kids in school, there are popular bands. But like 
the stereotypical popular kids in school who 
often don't have a lot of substance but are shiny 
and stylish, these bands often don't have a lot of 
substance, either; they're just hyped for 
whatever reason. They write lame regurgitated 
lyrics that they think sound "harsh" or "deep", 
they don't really write their own songs as they 
just rip off riffs from older bands that they think 
no one will notice (but we do), and honestly, 
they look like they've spent way too much time 
getting their hardcore look on point with the 
"right" tattoos, vintage band t-shirts, patches on 
their studded jackets & vests, etc. It's funny and 
makes me think of the time I saw AGENTS OF 
SATAN and Jason said those were "the glam 
rockers of the scene." I often wonder if these 
people have an iota of a clue as to how silly they 
sound when they're spouting off about how great 
they are. Do they really think they're that good? 
That important? It must not be that fun being 
like that. You can tell when someone is being 
sincere; you can feel their sincerity in your gut 
and in your heart. I haven't felt it much lately. 
Have you? 

While I'm at it, what is it about bands from 
Portland, Japan, and Europe that draw such a 
high number of fake ass kissers and Internet 


nerds? The "scenesters" who don't come out to 
support any of the local bands unless their band, a 
MRR shitworker, or an "important" ex-member-of 
plays in it will definitely show up. The fakes who 
only talk to or attempt to befriend people in bands or 
do labels will show up. And the nerds who 
unhaltingly will talk shit about their friends and 
people they don't know on the Internet, will 
undoubtedly show up and kiss ass. It makes me sick. 
This isn't a criticism of Portland, Japanese, or 
European bands; they can't help who comes to see 
them, but it kind of leads me to... 

LOG OFF! 

I recently lost all respect for someone I had 
considered a friend for almost ten years. Granted, 
we weren't the kind of friends who would call each 
other up and gab on the phone, but I thought we 
were allies and mutually supportive of one another. 
This person wrote lies (they admitted it) about me 
and people I care about on an Internet message 
board. They obviously didn't think I'd see their post, 
but when I confronted them about it, I received a 
complete bitch ass apology letter where they said 
something lame about how they "had a bad day" and 
for reasons they couldn't even explain, took it out on 
me. I can't begin to tell you how much this incident 
has bothered me. It's one thing when people I don't 
know or care about nr respect criticize my projects, 
whether it has something to do with the band, label 
or zine, but when someone I thought was a friend 
does it and then later admits there was no truth 
behind it, it hurts. I don't have time in my life for 
people like this, and I think Internet message boards 
breed a lot of unnecessary hostility and drama. I 
completely understand how great they are for people 
who are looking for records, contact info, and shows, 
but when people are using them to gossip or 
purposely tear down another's work to compensate 
for their own lack of self worth or makes themselves 
feel better about their shitty band or small penis size 
or whatever it is that makes people behave in this 
manner, then it's just shameful. Log off, nerd! Do 
something productive... if you can. 

KIDS RULE 

The young kids I meet and talk to at shows 
fucking rule. They are the ones who make shows fun 
with their enthusiastic dancing and rowdiness. They 
don't have any false pretenses about their bands. 
They are genuine and real. And they are too busy 
fucking shit up to spend time on some elitist message 
board. Please be sure to check out our new Teen 
Beat section! We're really stoked to have this new 
section where we can highlight some of the newer, 
younger bands. We figured we're definitely tipping 
the scales on the "old punks" side with our 
columnists (except Chloe!) and reviewers, so we 
need some youth in the zine to take the edge off the 
Geritolcore.

Anne, who runs one of the best D.I.Y. stores 
I've had the pleasure of visiting and co-runs the 
label that bring us DROP DEAD, is my interview 
for this issue. She's rad, headbangs like she's 
possessed, makes a mean pot of soup, is strong 
enough to knock mine and Ami's heads together 
(she did!), and is fun to party with. Check her 
out!

I already gave a quickie intro to who anne is and why 
you should be reading her interview, but to reiterate, 
she runs one of the best DIY record shops in the U.S., 
co-runs a great label, and is hella cool! interview by 
Athena Kautsch. 

1. HOW DID YOU GET INVOLVED IN 
PUNK/HARDCORE? 

I grew up with prog rock/kraut rock, and some 
classic rock. Then I discovered Black Sabbath 
and more rock and punk stuff like AC/DC, the 
Clash, the Sex Pistols and the Punk And 
Disorderly comps and at the same time I was 
into Bauhaus, Joy Division, the Cure, New Order 
then I started to listen to death metal. About 2 
years into death metal I realized I was looking 
for something more ethical...I was 15 at the 
time and this is when I got my first tape with 
Agathocles, ENT, Sedition, and Doom. I got 
hooked. 


2. WHAT WAS THE FIRST SHOW YOU WENT TO 
AND HOW WAS IT? 

If you're talking about the first punk show, I 
don't remember who played I was wasted and it 
was a long time ago. My first show all together 
was Phil Collins in Paris, I was 10 years old and I 
remember it being pretty fun. The first 
crusty/hardcore show was Hiatus and Coexist in 
Liege at La Zone, there was some other bands 
but I can't remember. Coexist were from our 
home town. At the time I just bailed out of high 
school and we were always hanging at a club run 
by social workers (adults to talk to when you're 
freaking lost) and they drove us up there in a 
mini van, which was really cool of them. I 
remember I didn't want to leave. 








3. WHERE ELSE HAVE YOU LIVED OR SPENT A 
LOT TIME? HOW DID YOU END UP LIVING IN 
THE UNITED STATES? 

I was in Liege a lot, Alain from Nabate let me 
sleep at his house, 1 discovered tons of bands by 
hanging out there. Then I moved to Auch (South 
West of France near Bordeaux and Toulouse) for 
about 3 years then to Toulouse for college and 
this is when I met Ben while he was on tour with 
Dropdead (98). We had a huge crush so we tried 
it, 1 didn't have much to lose so I moved (after 2 
years cause of the immigration). 

4 WHAT MADE YOU WANT TO OPEN UP 
ARMAGEDDON SHOP? HOW DID YOU START? 

I've always been into music, I grew up with 
vinyl, my uncle used to bring me to record fairs 
when 1 was 7 years old, there was an awesome TV 
show called "Les enfants du rock" (Children of 
rocknroll) late night on Saturday and I was 
always watching it with him, there was some 
crazy shit on that show. It was my Saturday 
special, the night were I could eat in front of the 
TV and have Coca-Cola (yeah that was a treat). 

When I went to see Ben the first time in the 
US, we just started talking about a record store 
almost naturally. He used to work at Fast 
Forward and I was dreaming to open a record 
store when I was in junior high/high school. Even 
if I wanted to, I couldn't have done anything, this 
is the first serious job I've ever had (I worked 4 
months in a hospital kitchen and 1 month 
harvesting zucchinis). 

We started to save money on rent, worked a 
lot, spent all our extra money buying music, 
spent time on ebay, in thrift stores. We bought all 
our starting inventory in one year or so. Plus we 
had the label (at the time only the Dropdead LPs 
were out) so we did a lot of trades to get new 
records. We found the spot we're at in September 
2000, there was a lot of work to do to the place 
and we only opened January 12/13,2001. 

5. WHAT ARE SOME OBSTACLES OR 
DIFFICULTIES YOU'VE ENCOUNTERED (OR 
ARE CONTINUING TO ENCOUNTER) WITH 
RUNNING THE BUSINESS? 

First it was the language, then self 
confidence, I felt crushed very fast by 

the amount of musical knowledge I didn't 
have...but 1 got over it. You can't possibly know 
everything. 

Right now, the human aspect is the more 
difficult, I've been more or less working in the 
store by myself for the past 3 years, and I'm very 
moody by nature, so you combine both together 
and you end up with me being completely burned 
out.. .this is not good as I can be very sharp/rude 
(again, there's some language barrier going on 
here). The ultimate goal is to have Ben and 1 
working on different days without another job on 
the side, we're not quite there yet. 

The amount of work is really the main difficulty, 
it can be very stressful.

It just 
shows there's something wrong. 1 think people assume 
that you can just go out as there's so many restaurants 
in this country. I believe this is not the band's 
responsibility; the promoter should take care of food. 
In Europe most bands get drink tickets or a case of 
beer at shows as well, it's rare you get that in the US, 
this should be the club or promoters responsibility. 
Also what I've noticed this summer is all the bands 
who are going on tour without even having a demo out, 
and when you ask them for a demo they send you to 
check their MP3s, come on! Or they send you a CDr 
with no cover, no info, nothing. It might be the same in 
Europe 1 don't know. There are way too many bands 
who are touring at the same time. I think we could 
have booked 10 shows in July without any problem.

Whatever, I’m a huge fan of Japanese hardcore and that 
being said, this article features just “o.o.o.” (old, odd, 
obscure) bands outta Japan who’re worth a few listens. 

I cannot explain exactly what fascinates me about Jap- 
core, so I’ll not try it, but allow me to point out, that even I love good hardcore from all over 
this planet, to me Japanese hardcore is practically inimitable! Since I suppose you’re already 
more or less familiar with the most classic bands anyway, you don’t read any stuff about all 
those famous troops like for instance DEATH SIDE, LIP CREAM, GASTUNK, GIL, LSD, 
NIGHTMARE, D.O.N. D.O.N., COMES, WARHEAD, OUTO, ZOUO, MASTURBATION, 
SYSTEMATIC DEATH, S.O.B., CROW, ROSE ROSE, CONFUSE, BRAIN DEATH, GUDON, 

KURO, GISM, GAUZE, ASBESTOS, GAI, DEADLESS MUSS, GENOA, THE SEXUAL, 
FEARLESS VAMPIRE KILLERS, THE EXECUTE, SWANKYS, GHOUL, ROSE ROSE, SO 
WHAT - the list is nearly endless. 

Ugh, before I’ll forget, let me tell you, neither me nor a few real experts in Japanese hardcore 
have any idea of the pressing amounts of nealy all of the records I’m going to mention, as 
almost all Japanese pressing sizes are a mystery. Okay, “Less talk, more rock”, so let’s go!!

Hell yeah, let’s start with one of my favorite bands of all time! BASTARD were the shit as 
they completely ruled the land with some of the best music ever. These bastards (ha ha) 
played powerful to the max, unforgiving plus quick, entirely driving hardcore and beside of 
this, they had one of the best, deep howling singers in their line up! Believe me: Words 

cannot describe how awesome BASTARD were. The EP, 
whichs lyrics were printed on the backside of the cover, is 
nothing but fantastic, but because of their sharp-edged “Wind 
of pain" 12”, that includes a lyric sheet, these guys will ever 
have a special place in my heart as hymns like for example 
“Misery” or “Dear cops” cannot be beaten at all. This is 
monstrous hardcore galore with a capital “H” for “hard”!! While 
the “Controled in the frame” 7” was put out in two different 
sleeves (the regular edition has a hard paper cover and the 
limited to just 300 copies tour record contains the same 
artwork, but comes with a relatively poor photocopied fold out 
envelope), the Mini-LP is a one time pressing and in opposite 
to the 12", the EP was bootlegged in ’01! Next to these overwhelming releases, BASTARD 
also appeared on the “Triple cross counter tour” comp. 7” (1 track [“Shikabane”] / Kagai 
Mousou Records / 1990 / 1.000 made / the other bands contain MAD CONFLUX, BAD 
SMELLS, PILE DRIVER and CROCK) as well as with an earlier a.k.a. alternate version of 
“Wind of pain” on the “Go ahead make my day - Smashing Odds Ness 2” comp. LP (Odds 
Ness Records / 1989 / other groups consist of FEARLESS VAMPIRE KILLERS, D.O.N. 
D.O.N., SIC, COMPLETE [they utterly kill!!], SICILIAN BLOOD, SWEATS, ASBESTOS and 
I DORA / note: the back cover inaccurately says this track is titled “Wind of rain”, but the lyric 
poster clears things up as “Wind of pain” is written correctly there!). Buddy, if you don’t own 
the original records, you should keep an eye open for the BASTARD discography CD (sorry, 

I fail to remember the title, but since I have all these first pressings anyway, I don’t feel the 

need to purchase that convenient compact disk...) which contains ail of their mindblowing 
material. BASTARD, BASTARD, BASTARD uber alles!!

Did you ever hear about this band? Well, back in '91 I was 
told that BENI TSUBAKI share members with the almighty 
DEATH SIDE, so I bought the EP (I tracked down the split 
double 7” much later...) straight away, but when I compared 
the names of the musicians, at first I was a little bit 
disappointed because I found out that both bands’ co-workers 
have nothing in common. Hm, that didn’t mean shit to me, so 
I threw the record on the turntable and when the needle hit 
the vinyl, I was blown out of my (concrete) socks. Man, I had 
to compare the characters of this squad to DEATH SIDE’S 
members again since in my sensitive ears BENI TSUBAKI 
sounded like a 1:1 copy of DEATH SIDE and I wanted to be 
sure that I didn’t overlook something relevant... Anyhow, the judgement that BENI TSUABKI 
wholly sound like DEATH SIDE is still valid, so prepare yourself for some brilliant “burning 
spirits” styled hardcore which includes everything you expect from a record of this manner: 
Fast pounding drums; driving, metallic guitars (the occasional wanking on this instrument is 
also presented!); deep, throaty vocals and finally every song rocks like there’s no tomorrow!! 
Incidentally, in the same year (’91), BENI TSUBAKI also appeared with one slit on the 
astonishing “Unknown h.c. drunkers comp. 3x 7 es flexis 
(MCR Company Records / 1.500 made / the other bands are 
BLUNT HEAD, THINK OR SINK, CONQUEST, ASSFORT, 

PLOT SCOLDER, DEEP THROAT, STRUGGLE plus 
VANTAGE)... As I mentioned before, I received the “Hard 
core clash out” split 2x 7”es w/ MENTALITY SOCIETY 
(they’re serving five tracks of swift, burly Japcore, too) years 
later, but this output is simply as awesome as “Time is on we 
side”! Both plates (lyric sheets are integrated) were never 
repressed or bootlegged and that’s a disgrace as they 
provide just perfectly executed, muscular hardcore the way it 
was meant to be played!! 


THE BONES - “In a sick society!” 7” 4 tracks / Noise Room 

Records /1985 

To some extent THE BONES are a relatively obscure band 
since they never got as prominent as for example GISM or 
KURO, but for sure that doesn’t mean they were bad at all 
cuz the contrary is absolutely true. Unlike the aforementioned 
masters of disaster, THE BONES never played that style of 
stuff we call “GiKu-core” today (“GIsm/KUro”... I should try to 
cash in for inventing an awesome explanation like this, 
shouldn’t I?), but their snotty as fuck, strong and ultimately 
rocking, catchy, hardcore-y punkrock which is dished up at 
uptempo speeds and contains hoarse, shouting vocals 
equals a kick in the bones (yo, again I managed to bring up a cool play with words...). To 
what I know, this EP is THE BONES’ one and only donation to the punk community, but at 
least one track of this pearl (“Insanity") was bootlegged on the “Nagasaki nightrider” comp. 
LP (1998 / 500 made / the other bands include LIP CREAM, STALIN, LAUGHIN’ NOSE, 
OUTO, THE CLAY, COBRA, MASTURBATION, KURO,. SWANKYS, ABURADAKO, 

COMES, L.S.D., KIKEIJI, SYSTEMATIC DEATH, BITOUSHA, EXECUTE, SA, ROSE ROSE, 
G-ZET and LIP CREAM). Nonetheless, despite the fact that I’m still curious if THE BONES 
got their name because of Bones of DISCHARGE’S and/or BROKEN BONES fame, I bet my 
girlfriend as well as my best friend Steffie will love this 7” for the sole reason that the inner 
print shows four guys’ naked butts (ugh, there’s even one with a cigarette stuck into the hole 
of a person’s universe...), but to me, this is just amazing shit in the vein of a way more 
harmonious LSD or ZOUO mixed up with some classic, lesser metallic GISM influences, so I 
cannot recommend this puppy, which doesn’t contain any lyrics, but should come with a 
sticker, enough!! 
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THE CLAY - “The middle east combat area” 7” 

Dogma Records /1984 

From the beginning to the end, this black crystal digs up not 
too swiftly, but entirely energetic, pounding on top of pungent 
to the maximum hardcorepunk with a totally urgent, kinda 
despaired singer who spits out gallons of venomous poison. 
It’s too bad that the lyrics of “The demilitarized neutrality”, 
“Fight for your rights” plus of the heading track are mostly 
written in Japanese, but according to these titles as well as to 
the very few lines in English, THE CLAY seem to be on the 
political, anti-war side of punk, which is absolutely okay with 
me. Next to this single, THE CLAY also appeared on one of 
the most classic Japanese comp, albums ever, the “Great punk hits” LP (2 tracks / Japan 
Record Records / 1983 / the other troops include GISM, LAUGHIN NOSE, THE EXECUTE, 
G-ZET and ABURADAKO), on the fabulous “Hold Up omnibus" comp, live 8” (5 tracks / Hold 
Up Records / 1984 / the further bands are SYSTEMATIC DEATH, GHOUL and GASTUNK) 
plus on the “Nagasaki nightrider” comp. LP ([includes “Future terror” from the “Great punk 
hits” comp. LP] 1998 / 500 made / the other bands are LIP CREAM, STALIN, LAUGHIN’ 
NOSE, OUTO, COBRA, MASTURBATION, KURO, SWANKYS, ABURADAKO, THE 
BONES, COMES, L.S.D., KIKEIJI, SYSTEMATIC DEATH, BITOUSHA, EXECUTE, SA, 
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ROSE ROSE, G-ZET, LIP CREAM) and if this isn’t enough, the whole “The middle east 
combat area” 7” was bootlegged on the “Godzilla” comp. LP along with the CHICKEN 
BOWELS “Keep our fire burning” 7“ (6 tracks / Kagai Mousou Records / 1985), the GOOGOL 
PLEX “Nail a lie to the counter!” 7” (8 tracks / Kagai Mousou Records / 1985) and the BRAIN 
DEATH “Personal affair” 7” (8 tracks / Selfish Records / 1986) in ’00 or ’01. In my humble 
opinion, THE CLAY totally rock the boat, so try to get their absolutely mandatory efforts as 
soon as possible - you’ll not be dissatisfied!

Due to the enormous musical competition of all these 
amazing bands who I brought up in the introduction to this 
column, JANKY’s records quite drowned within the sea of 
overlooked records back then. Of course this is a shame, as 
after more than one and a half decade of their demise, 
JANKY are still a force to reckon with. Their debut, the “same 
titled” 7” flexi, features not too 
hasty, but enormously 
marvelous, a little bit noisy 
and loud, blaring punk with a 
tough as nails, snotty shouter. 

This is just great material 
which sounds like a mix between ANTI SEPTIC (anyone 

remember their breathtaking “First last” 7" that was released back in ’85?), THE SEXUAL 
(see Short, Fast & Loud! # 9 for more info!) in addition to JUDEN SOUCHI (I’ll talk about 
them elsewhere in this article) and if you’re clever enough to decipher Japanese 
cryptograms, you’re also able to read some of the lyrics - personally, my Japanese got a 
little bit rusty lately... The split 7” flexi is more on the hardcore side of harder edged music, 
which means, on this puppy, JANKY play kinda faster and somewhat way more tuneful. This 
is really good shit, too, but I have to admit that I like their sheer pissed off first facade much 
more. You have to flip this thin (flexis were, are and will never be too thick) platter, that 
doesn't contain any inserts except for an “Obi”, over at any case because MAD CONFLUX 
will tear you a new one with their brand of furious, frantic and faster than just “fast", traditional 
hardcore. Whoa, without doubt these chaps came from outer space! If I’m not completely 
wrong, MAD CONFLUX also have an 8” flexi out, so if you own a spare copy or want to get 
rid off yours, please drop me an email and we’ll work something out! However, MAD 
CONFLUX also appeared on a few compilations such as the “Hang the sucker vol. 2” LP (5 
tracks / Kagai Mousou Records / 1989 / the other bands are DEATH SIDE, GUDON and 
HALF YEARS) or the “Get back the discharged arrow” LP (5 tracks / Selfish Records / 1989 / 
other bands are CROCK, ACID and MESS), so do yourself a favor and try to find these 
amazing samplers, too!! 



















LAST BOMB, who, by the way, have a really great name, got 
stronger and stronger with every single delivery, since they 
changed their style during their short career, but please allow 
me to start from the beginning! Their first effort, the “Firing” 
7”, which undoubtedly is their most rare output, brings simple, 
snotty, but approximately hasty played, driving and last but 
not least pleasant-sounding, slightly early U.K. influenced 
hardcorepunk with great, sometimes dual vocals and that 
being said, the “Firing” 7”, that doesn’t include any lyrics but 
has a printed inner sleeve, is way more on the punkrock side 
of things as LAST BOMB’S other stuff. Don’t get me wrong: 
“Firing” is a wonderful seven inch, but the follow up - of 
course I’m speaking about the “Retro firing” 7” - is way better since this production brings 
really unbelievable Japanese hardcore into your household. Yeah, while LAST BOMB’S 
musical roots still can be heard, “Retro firing” contains much faster paced and more pissed 
off, guitar driven Nipponcore at it’s best, but that’s no big deal 
as this monster of a 7", which has a lyric sheet, was released 
on the legendary label Selfish Records. This is a healthy 
dose of incredible hardcore for sure, but it cannot match with 
LAST BOMB’S final manufacture as on their “s/t” 12”, LAST 
BOMB walked back to their ancient United Kingdom family 
tree again which means, the “s/t” 12”, that includes a lyric 
page, presents a brand of basic, yet spiteful, raging and 
pounding, noisy punk not unlike CONFLICT or ICONS OF 
FILTH under amphetamines. I’m not sure, but I guess these 
three gems were never repressed or bootlegged, so good 
luck in trying to hunt them down on fucking eBay!! 




MATSUJI - “Dead voice” 7” 6 tracks / Kojima Recordings, 

Inc. Records /1985 

Fans of true underground Japanese hardcore should pay 
attention to MATSUJI since this quartet totally rocks the little 
ghettos we’re living in! Armed with everything (!!) an awe¬ 
inspiring band from the land of the rising sun has to offer, 
MATSUJI’s incredibly powerful, mid tempo to quickly offered, 
solid rocking hardcore that contains an amazingly raw, yet 
memorable singer, certainly stood the test of time because 
otherwise — you can be sure! — I wouldn’t mention them within 
this small amout of space!! Yep, this platter, which doesn’t 
^include a lyric sheet, inserts or other crap, is something I 
would consider as “essential”, but at the moment, due to the genius of MATSUJI, by hook or 
by crook, I’m at a loss for words... Stop! One thing before I’ll totally lose the last drop of my 
brainpower: Does anyone know if MATSUJI released other material beside of this 
astonishing EP, their 3 tracks on the “Nobody’s fault - Sulais omnibus vol. 1“ comp. LP (Slice 
Records / 1987 / the other troops are ROSE ROSE, CRISIS KILL, POISON ARTS, CLOD 
and NIRA KODOMO), the 5 songs on the “Attack of 4 tribes" comp. LP (Selfish Records / 
1988 / further gangs are 666, POISON ARTS, F.O.A.D.) as well as their 3 slits on the “Slice 
selection” comp. CD (Slice Records / 1990 (?) / next to MATSUJI, this sampler features 
GHOUL, DEATH SIDE, ROSE ROSE and POISON ARTS)?? Any info will be highly 
appreciated!

This more or less totally unknown horde is definitely among my Japanese faves as NOISE 
DISTRACTION are tearing everything into bits and pieces, but before I’ll start to jerk off in • 
front of my computer, let me point out that NOISE DISTRACTION totally rule! Okay, if you 
never heard of this foursome, you may ask “why”? Good question, so let me tell you, from 
the first to the very last second, NOISE DISTRACTIONS’ “Agitate power” 7” flexi delivers fast 
as fuck, incredibly forceful, relentless thrash with shouted vocals as well as a few mob 

choruses! Damn, this is awesome music, but when we’re 
talking about the longplayer, this impossible to break disc 
(hey, did you ever try to crack a flexi into two halfs? 
Something like this is almost not viable!) sounds just like a 
loud fart compared to one of those silent, yet foul-smelling 
worms of utter putrefaction which crawls outta your ass within 
a sauna and makes you (and others!!) want to projectile 
vomit! That being said, next to “D.S.A.” plus “Gore”, who also 
appeared in slightly different versions on the flexi, the “Die a 
peaceful death” LP features only full-blown, raw hammering 
and extremely unforgiving rapid-fire thrashcore with a vocalist . 
who cannot be from this earth! Sometimes ungodly speeds 
are being hit as this time Kurita of the mighty SO WHAT is taking care of the drums and in 
addition to this, the guitars are so unbelievably razor-sharp that the employees at the 
customs cut their fingers at this hellstorm of a record just by holding it in their greedy hands. 
Hm, maybe the latter argument is the reason that this weapon was sort of mysteriously not 
available over here in Germoney, I dunno... Anyway, violent anthems like “Life... die a 
peaceful death", “Agitate power” and especially “Unseen terror” will break your neck with 
some of the best “in your face” Japanese mayhem ever and next to this, all these shitloads of 
remarkable hooks, which are constantly crawling under your skin, always make me slam 
around like the idiot I am! In ’91, NOISE DISTRACTION also came into sight with one track 
on the “Unknown hardcore drunkers vol. 2“ comp. 2x 7“es (MCR Company Records / the 
other bands are THE SEMETARY, C.O.S.A., OVER DOSE, BAD TASTE, HEIDEGGER, 
STRESS, HELLCHILD, a band with Japanese capitals, BEYOND DESCRIPTION, OUCH) 
and even this song is staggering, it’s nothing that can be put side by side to their own 
publications. Nevertheless, the 7” flexi as well as the LP (both fuckers don’t include any 
lyrics, inserts, etc.) are instant classics for sure, so believe me: NOISE DISTRACTION 
obviously are the law!! 

S.V.S. - “Hell near” 7” 4 tracks / Dynamite Records 

and Selfish Records splitrelease /1986 
In contrary to the usually straightforward, raging, thrashy 
hardcore which was offered by legends like S.O.B., LIP 
CREAM, BRAIN DEATH or DEATH SIDE, back in an era 
long forgotten, Dynamite Records plus Selfish Records put 
out this atypical 7”, but S.V.S. played in a league of their own 
as they swung the mid paced to up tempo, snot-nosed as 
fuck, catchy plus pogo compatible hardcorepunk flag with a 
shouter who sang in a totally unique way. I don't have any 
further information about S.V.S. and in addition to this, I know 
that this review really sucks much ass, but I’m not able to 
describe this record any better. I’m really sorry for another failure of my own, but this cannot 
be S.V.S.’ fault, so please believe me: The “Hell near” 7” is nothing but breathtaking!! 



















If you’re also down to check out a few new(er), incredible Japanese bands, I cannot 
recommend NO THINK, FRAMTID, CRUDE, D.S.B, GOUKA, CRUCIAL SECTION, ETAE, 
HISATAKA, ROCKY AND THE SWEDEN, MUGA, EL NUDO, QUILL, STRUCK, VIVISICK, 
ABRAHAM CROSS, DISCLOSE, LAUKAUS, PEUKKOIS, FINAL BLOOD BATH, FASTS, 


EXCLAIM, THE JELLYROLL ROCKHEADS, RAZORS EDGE, PADLOCK, REAL REGGAE, 
TOMORROW, NO VALUE, TOTAL FURY, ZERO ZERO SEAT, CONGA FURY, HAMMER, 
ZONE, EVERYBODY’S ENEMY, NK6, RAW RIDE, HUMONGOUS, KNUCKLE HEAD,

Jim 
Dalgleish and I used to be in the rock/punk 
group The Lawndarts, and he helped teach 
ny a lot of ny guitar basics in the early 
days; while Tom Mondscheim is the monster 
guitarist /keyboard player for Concrete, the 
electronics/iirprcv/rock/soundtrack trio I 
have been in since 1989. I thought they did 
an admirable job on their respective tracks, 
but it certainly was just an impulsive and 
one-off kind of thing. However, I will always 
keep an open mind in the future when it 
canes to adding final touches - like bass - 


Records. Can we say there's a 
trend? 

I hope it's not a trend - I hate trends in gen¬ 
eral. It seems almost half of iry songs are 
about fighting trends. But on the other 
hand, it does seem like the one-man-band 
revolution is way overdue. I mean, it's been 
simmering for a long time - you can look 
back to the psychobilly garage noise of Basil 
Adkins and that's going back 40 or more 
years, .and new with the rise in inexpensive 
home recording gear I guess we should 
brace ourselves for more. Of course, just 
because you can do this sort of thing does¬ 
n't mean it's going to be listenable: 90 per¬ 
cent of everything, in any given category, 
will always be shit and that's just the way it

on iry songs..so we'll see if there will be 
future oollabarations like this. 

Is being a one-man HC band an 
issue to people anymore? 
Nowadays it is not maybe not 
so unusual to play HC tune in 
solitary. With you, Urine 
Specimen (Finland) and Urban 
Blight (Holland), there has 
come up with some other "solo 
artists" like Mr. California and 
the State Police (USA), 
Inverted (USA) and Mournphagy 
(Indonesia).

the kinda rough guitar-sound on 
many recent HC records as 
EVERY Vilently Ill has offered 
up to date. I say, it is very 
close that V.I. has sent to our 
near-space more distorted git- 
licking than the rest of 
mankind after the '80s. Are 
you proud of your effort? 

It's true, I an In 1eve with guitar distartim. I 
need full-on distortion both on my crappy 
little Peavey Rage guitar amp and through 
the c rap p y distortion boxes I use, like Hyper 
Metal, Rat, Zoom and the one I used to 
have, Super Fuzz Big Muff (I had crowds 
leaving shews when they heard that high- 









end distortion terror attack!). I need full dis¬ 
tortion cr I don't consider it Vilently III. 

Using a very cheap and crappy non-brand 
guitar is also very important in getting that 
right sound. I've used the same guitar for 
about six years now, and I try not to change 
the strings nuch either. Those little touches 
of ugly neglect can make the difference. For 
me, the more distorted it is, the more proud 
I an of my effort. 

What do you think of the idea 
that rock music all falls into 
one, even hardcore, into the 
swamps of Southern states 
where negrospiritualbluesboo- 
gie and all kinda other shit was 
once formed? Say, if one is 
willing to hear, Vilently Ill 
sounds at times like timeless 
shit a la shit on "Killed by 
Death" comps, and/or lo-fi 
garage-rock bands like the 
Mummies. Is this blasphemy 
for an '81-'85 hardcore man? 


The idea that our history defines the evolu¬ 
tion of our modem music runs deep, and it 
is very respectable to honor our roots. Far 
me, living in Michigan here in the shadow of 
the Great Founding Fathers of Punk like The 
Stooges and MS5, there is always a nod to 
the past. And the traditions of course run 
deep in America, where rock was bom out 
of the blues and hillbilly folk of the deep 
South. So there is no blasphemy to incorpo¬ 
rate influences from various times and 
styles. Of course I love the "Killed by Death" 
era of rough punk, and I think you sure can 
pick out sate of that influence in Vilently Ill, 
alongside the more predominant strains of 
early '80s US hardcore, and other stuff. 
Speaking of the Mummies, I actually just 
heard them for the first time the other day: 
Quite entertaining and enjoyable, but I don't 
particularly like it when garage bands stick 
too close to the blues-formula-strait j acket 
found in early rock and roll. It's funner When 
you break all the rules. 


Do you see - as I see - 
Vilently Ill being one of today's 
hardcore punk's best-kept 
secrets? V.I. is still quite 
unknown, at least in Europe. Do 
lyou give a shit 
[about that? I

fancy things listed above. 

First of all, Vilently Ill remains quite unknown 
everywhere, even right here. Part of that is 
by design, part of it is due to laziness. But 
most of it is due to the severely under¬ 
ground nature of the music (no MTV possi¬ 
bilities or Fat Wreck contracts being signed 
here, folks!). And no, I don't apologize for 
being willfully obscure. A lot of the blame is 
the fact that my stuff comes out on small 
lahela in small quantities and isn't really set 
up for much in the way of being distribu¬ 
tion-friendly (far exaiple, there will never 
be barcodes on a Vilently Ill record!) 
Regarding the Tragedy-copycats, just wait a 
few months and they will probably start imi¬ 
tating something else. I bought the first 
Tragedy LP and found it to be too slew and 
moody for my tastes. I can understand*why 
people like them, though. But geez, if peo¬ 
ple feel the need to copy something there 
should be more bands that sound like Seein' 
Red, Punch in the Face, Cockroach or 
Rambo! Hell, I'd even settle for a few more 
Youth of Today or Ramones ripoff bands! 


While I just punched those who 
enjoy just copying contempo¬ 
raries and then sounding all the 
same, like all those Tragedy- 
influenced bands out there, I 
cannot deny on the other hand 
that it would be a true night¬ 
mare if everyone would sud¬ 
denly start copying Vilently Ill 
instead! My god, there would 
be even 4-5 times MORE of 
those bands as there is now 
with those Tragedy-copycat 
bands, when everyone - of 
course - should just be in soli¬ 
tude buzzing one's git on the 
beats of one's very own drum 
machine. Comments? 

Here's my final word on copycats in hard¬ 
core: It's such a democratic, simple style of 
music that there should never be any copy¬ 
cats in hardcore. To me that is just one 
step above tribute and cover bands. If 
you're consciously trying to sound exactly 
like a certain band - whether it's Tragedy or 
Vilently Ill - you're cn the wrong path. 

Here's where people get confused: You can 
s till have your favorite influences, and you 
can s till be reverential toward them by 
adopting generalities such as a certain beat 









or a certain guitar tone, but you don't have 
to steal the same riffs, breaks, pacing, 
structures, melodies or vocal styles of your 
idols. But if you're wasting your precious 
time memorizing specific licks or riffs, 
please just get out of punk rock and go 
back to your Eddie Van Haleni Just be origi¬ 
nal. That's too hard, you say? Maybe you 
just don't know yourself well enough yet. 

So take stock of your own personal set of 
influences and then let them turn into 
something that sounds like you created it. 
Because there really is nothing truly original. 


offers more positions to think 
of the problems you raise than 
to just either be hopeless or 
angry toward the unknown and 
at the last point they give 
feelings of unease and kinda 
like guilt too. What do you 
think? Are you making middle- 
class, middle-age hardcore? 


Vilently Ill takes a lyrical approach that is 
influenced by the Japanese notion of Haiku 
poetry, although I would hate anyone to 
think my words are poetry. Most poetry and 
poets should be burned in a giant bonfire. I 
would celebrate that. The idea behind Haiku 
is to have very short, direct vrords that also 
function on other levels. Rather than using 
the term sarcasm, I prefer to use the word 
paradoxical. That is to say, the more direct¬ 
ly you can communicate the closer you 
became to true reality, which, p a r adoxically, 
is extremely complicated. One of the rea¬ 
sons I don't like giving wordy explanations 
to my songs is that would take away the lis¬ 
teners' ability to decide for themselves what 
it all means. Based on their own particular 
set of experiences and situations, it may 
have a very different meaning to someone 
else than it did for me. 


When hearing and reading 
Vilently Ill's lyrics, I see sar¬ 
casm quite rarely. Am I just 
stupid or what? Or is it meant 
to be so that a listener can 
take lyrics quite straight as 
they were written? Of course, 
it is not an artist's fault if 
someone goes out to blow his 
or her brain out after listening 
to a Judas Priest album... but 
is there a certain limitation 
for an artist to be able to hide 


writer, and that is a good theory about my 
short and direct words for Vilently Ill being 
like my writing style for news. But ac tu a lly , 
it's not really true. The real story behind ny 
short and direct lyrical style re l a t es to the 
technology of the Vilently Ill recording 
process. Originally, up until just a few years 
ago when I bought a 4-track cassette 
machine, I used to record all Vilently Ill 
songs live without any overdubbing, straight 
on one track in mono. As a result, the words 
had to be simple enough for me to 
shout/yell/sing them and remember them 
while I was playing guitar at the same time. I 
could write more complicated lyrics new, I 
suppose, but it's the old system I'm familiar 
with. 

If I am correct and you are 
quite straight-forward in your 
lyrics, I can make some inter¬ 
pretations on your lyrical form 
and content. They are kinda 
like letters to the editor in 
their construction and idea: 
Short, to the point and strong¬ 
ly motivated by a need to 
release some steam. As to the 
content, I see V.I.'s lyrix as a 
marginal thing inside a margin¬ 
al thing: You are of an older 
generation than most of punk 
music's consumers. Subjects 
you cover are not so usual, 
either. You write personal 
viewpoint mainly without too 
much wise-ass philosophy or 
ideology. But what is interest¬ 
ing is you're not on the oppo¬ 
site of those approaches men¬ 
tioned either. I guess your way 
to handle subjects is quite a 
realistic one. For a listener, it 


By the way - is it just stupid 
to ALWAYS find scapegoats or 
use other dumbness for your 
own good? In this interview 
and in my Despite interview, I 
made it those Tragedy-plagia- 
rizers fooling around as my 
scapegoats. In fast hardcore 
it's basically Emo-kids and 
other wussy geeks who are 
rocked to the ground. Is it just 
an easy way to show you are 
something "above average" 
when you criticise the most 
obvious? Can blaming others 
instead of yourself be good in 
some way, in a creative way 
or the like? At least it gives 
you a passing feeling of being 
totally confident on something 
in this motherfucking shit we 
live in. 


Picking out targets of my disdain - whether 
it's yuppies or rednecks or corporate fat 
cats or crooked oops - is a big part of 
Vilently Ill. I guess you would call it thera¬ 
peutic catharsis. There is enough blame to 
go around far «n the shit in the world. It's 
human nature to blame something else or 
someone else for our own faults and fail¬ 
ures, but we can rise above it and take per¬ 
sonal rpfi prrifiihi!it y. In a perfect world, if we 
were all responsibile for our own actions and 
conditions, we wouldn't even need things 
like governments and borders. Wouldn't that 
be nice? That's why I wrote the song, 

"Blame Yourself," which was on the "12- 
song e.p." that came out in 1998. 


You are working as a press¬ 
man. You write news and other 
stories. How do you see using 
your experiences as a writer 
to put into short and always 
find a punch line inside every 
story. I guess this must have 
had some effect on your lyric¬ 
writing, and on your way of 
thinking in general: Short, fast 
and loud? 

Wall, it is true I earn ny living as a news 










under his or her freedom and 
just snooty mumble: 
"Understand my texts as you 
like, you are all wrong any¬ 
way.” Like that fucker Kurt 
Cobain, who blew his brains 
out (Vilently Ill had a song 
about the incident, ”Do the 
Kurt Cobain” on the first 7"!). 
You see, Cobain admitted some 
of his lyrics were constructed 
kinda like the Dadaist school 
used to do: Write-cut-shake- 
in-a-suitcase-glue, voila, you 
got a new poem! So, can we 
lean on our own intuitions and 
interpretations, so that we 
don't have to sink into the

I feel no reason to have to explain 
the little stories behind every one of my 
songs. Seme songs are based on real-life 
experiences I have had, while others are not. 
For example, the song "Destroy Texas" 
came to me when I saw a hurricane attack¬ 
ing Texas late at night on the TV's Weather 
Channel. It doesn't really mean anything. We 
have to be careful not to read into seme 
words as being too profound: It's just nusic, 
after all.

I have the same general 
feelings about putting cover songs on my 
records. Cover songs work great in a live 
setting, but don't serve much of a purpose 
on a vinyl record. I have never put a cover 
song on a Vilently Ill record, and probably 
never will. I have played a few cover songs 
at my live shows, however, including "I don't 
care" by the Circle Jerks and "Pinhead" by 
the Ramones. The stupidest idea punks ever 
came up with is the tribute album. C'mon, 
this is RJNK nusic, not classical. It's only 
four chords, so come up with your own 
damn shit. 


to be human. Dr. Albert Schweitzer said this 
about man: "Man is a clever animal who 
behaves like an imbecile." 


What do you think of samples 
on hardcore punk records? On 
Vilently Ill records there's 
seldom any samples whatsoev¬ 
er. 

I don't use samples much because I think 
it's a waste of precious vinyl. Time is very 
important on a record, especially when it's 
flying by on 45 rpns like mine usually are. 
The less samples there are, the more room 
there is for the music. On the other hand, 
when you have more time to work with like 
on a cassette tape I have no problems using

First off, regarding the idea that saneone 
world kill himself after listening to a Vilently 
Ill record is kinda cool.

Vilently Ill, the target of

In the Vilently Ill interview in 
MRR #237 by Roy Rohlfing, 
you told us of getting too old 
for touring, and being more 
interested in kicking back and 
playing/recording in the com¬ 
fort of your own living room. 

To me, that was quite a punk 
statement! Are we seeing the 
end of Vilently Ill in the future 
if you're getting too feeble? 
Slayer guys have recently said 
they have about five years 
left, tops, doing such stuff 
they're used to doing before 
they won't be physically able 
to play fast shit anymore. 

Gulp! An encouraging thing is 
that you have an ever-fit drum 
machine doing those rapid-fire 
beats behind you, instead of 
some ever-ageing Dave 
Lombardo on the back of ever- 
ageing line of Aray-King- 
Hannemann. Or is the solution 
doing more slow numbers like 
"South Haven Blues" off the 
first V.I. 12"?" 

You're right about the drum machine: I can 
push it 24 hours a day, and it will pull off 
perfect 4/4 beats at 200 BPM for hours on 
end, and won't fall over when it gets too 
drunk like any human drummer would. It 
mkes all the difference in the world. When 
you have a great hardcore drummer, that's 
hard to beat, but fran my experiences 
drummers are a real pain in the ass to work 
with. They're either egananiacs, or spend 
their time showing off their new fills when 
all I want is a solid, steady fast beat. And 
they tend to be band whores too, splitting 
their time between several bands at once or 
hopping to and fro. As a guitar player with 
nearly 20 years of playing under my belt, I 
can now play faster than ever before, so I 
anticipate no physical slow-down in caning 
years. The real question is will I ever get 
bored playing this short, fast and loud style 
of hardcore punk. For that answer, I will 
quote the lyrics fran my song "Hardcore 'Til 
I'm Not," which was on the 1996 e.p 
"Plastic Society:" I won't make any promises 
'cuz I know I'll never keep them/ I can't 
make a commitment 'cuz I always change 
my mind/ sane promises are meant to be 
kept/ and some promises are meant to be 
broken/ that's the way it is/ I'm gonna be 
hardcore 'til I'm not/ I'm gonna change my 
mind any fuckin' time I want/ I'm gonna be 
hardcore 'til I'm not." That’s all I have to 
say about THAT! 

What was the story behind that 
ultimate Vilently Ill compila¬ 
tion tape, "Primitive Sounds: 
1993-2003"? The cassette has 
a total of 111 trax on a 90- 


minute tape, with five 7" e.p.s 
and splits, two compilation 
songs and almost 50 unre¬ 
leased trax!! Was it kind of an 
anniversary thing? 

Well, yes and no. It did sort of turn into a 
discography of old and out-of-print Vilently 
Ill records, and yes, it did coincide with the 
10-year anniversary of rny oldest stuff, but 
it wasn't by design. It was more of a drunk¬ 
en accident, you might say. What happened 
was, Roy (of Bathroom Renovations tape 
label in San Francisco) approached me with 
the idea of a doing a Vilently Ill cassette 
release. So I locked myself in my house with 
an ungodly amount of beer one Friday night 
and just randomly grabbed a bunch of old 
Vilently Ill tapes I had in a big box, dating 
beck over the past 10 years. Vilently Ill has 
recorded well over a thousand songs, so I 
sure as hell wasn't going to sit and listen to 
them all to pick out the "good songs." So I 
just started randonly dubbing songs in no 
apparent order on to the master tape, and 
when I got to the end of Side 1 I was too 
drunk and tired to continue that. So for side 
2, I just dittoed copies of old Vilently Ill 
records cn to the tape. If you listen closely, 
on side 2 you can even hear some of the 
pops and clicks off the vinyl. I had a terrible 
hangover the next morning, but I think the 
tape turned out nicely. There were a few 
songs on there I had completely forgotten 
about, that still sound pretty good so many 
years later. 

Are there any new Vilently Ill 
releases coming up after the 
new 12"? What's up with that 
Reagan SS split 7"? 

Unfortunately, the split with Reagan SS has 
been scrapped, for good reason: Reagan SS 
broke up! Too bad, because they were one 
of the best new hardcore bands I had heard 
in the last couple of years! Right new, 
Vilently Ill has seme tracks that will appear 
on a Canadian compilation 7," but other 
than that I don't know what else will be 
caning cut. I do have seme killer songs that 
would irake a great new e.p., but time will 
tell when or if they will care out. I don't 
worry too much about it, because I just 
keep cranking out newer and better stuff at 
home every week! 

Please name some bands/people 
that need our support. Also, 
tell us why America is so much 
full of good hardcore bands and 
so much shit at the same time? 
Some people have seen a con¬ 
nection between a Republican 
hard-line president and decent 
hardcore: There were the 
Glory Days back in the early 
'80s when Good 01' Ronnie was 
in reign, and some immortal 
hardcore was created. Now 


there's good young Bush 
messin' around and hardcore is 
going strong also musically. Is 
there a connection? 

One of the reasons I started playing rny cwn 
hardcore music in the early '90s was 
because I was having trouble finding enough 
good hardcore records at the time. I have 
been gladdened by the number of great 
hardcore bands that have ccme out in the 
past several years: Life’s Halt, Spitting 
Teeth, The Snobs, Brody’s Militia, Bury the 
Living, Street Trash, Runnamucks, Knife 
Fight, Deadfall, Tear it Up, Haymaker etc. 
Older bands that readers should also try to 
find include Stark Raving Mad, Aspirin Feast, 
Cop Out, and the Satanic Malfunctions. 
Regarding your thoughts on the connection 
between crappy U.S. government and good 
hardcore, I think there is sane truth to that. 
A right-wing president with half-baked ideas 
about warmongering and ruining our econo¬ 
my provokes a lot of people into creating 
really good hardcore. I do agree with that to 
a point. Unfortunately, I think there will 
always be way more bad bands and records 
than the good ones. It makes hunting for 
the good stuff that much more rewarding, if 
you want to put it in a good light.

1. Briefly introduce the people in the band . 

Ross: My name is Ross Sewage, I'm the b-ass hole. 


Aesop: I am Aesop, I play the drums. Christy Cather 
plays guitar and does some vocals, John Cobbett 
plays guitar, and Laurie Shanaman sings. 


2. How did you guys get 
together? Why do you 
call yourselves a 
gray metal band? 

Aesop: We formed in 
1998 as a four piece 
with myself, John, 

Christy, and 
Jessika Christ of 
Sangre Amado. 

Jessika quit to 
concentrate more 
on Sang re Amado 
and it was 
then that we 
asked Ross 
and Laurie to 
join. Soon 
after we 
recorded 
"Hollow 
Psalms" The 
term gray 
metal is noth¬ 
ing we take all 
that serious, it 
is just that we 
are not really 
the archetype of 
black metal, we 
stray away from the 
trappings that people 
associate with the 
genre of black metal. I 
prefer "gray metal" to 
"black metal lite" Perhaps 
it because we are going gray, 
we're old, like Gandalf. John is 
almost 80!!! 












Baker decided to start pushing our first CD around the 
AT office. Then a wolf bayed in the Sierra Nevadas, 
and Dave Adel son, an old friend of mine from when he 
worked at another record label that Impaled (the other 
band I play in) was signed to, was hired as the new 
general manager at AT. Then a baby kitten was born in 
the Adirondacks, and I sent our finished record to 
Dave to see what he thought. Lo and behold, a slug ate 
a flower in the Ozarks, and J'ello was unable to finish 
his record with the Melvins and was left with a hole 
in his release schedule. After a volcano exploded in 
the Pacific Rim, Dave and Baker persuaded Jello to go 
see Ludicra play live and Jello decided we could fit 
his hole perfectly. 


4, What are some changes 'Are'll see from the 
LI A album and the upcoming album? 

Ross: Well, I actually "play" on this album, as 
opposed to bashing my head into a bass cab repeatedly, 
as I did for the first record. 

Aesop: Well, the first thing you may notice is the 
production is alot better, we recorded this one with 
Billy Anderson in a studio. "Hollow Psalms" was 
recorded by us and a friend at a rehearsal studio. 

Also our playing has improved immensely. Everyone 
really busted their ass to go beyond their own abili¬ 
ties. Some haunting clean singing from Laurie, some 
solos from John and Christy. This record is a bit more 
brave, we went out on a limb on some things, some 
songs that people might not have expected were in us. 
We are sort of coming into our own trip now. 


Laurie: The artwork is all photos this time, last 

time was all drawings. I braved it out and did more 
clean singing on the new one. The darker times 
brought darker music with this (new) record. 


5. Since some of you have other musical proj¬ 
ects going, is Ludicra a side project for you? 
How do you keep from getting burnt out on play¬ 
ing music and dealing with band stuff? 

Ross: I also play bass and sing like a cookie monster 
in Impaled. I would say that Impaled is my main proj¬ 
ect, just in terms of time involved and output, but by 
no means do I wish to give Ludicra some kind''of sec¬ 
ond-class citizen status, nor do I want to oppose 
Ludicra's rights to a good education or marriage. 
Personally, I can't keep from getting burnt out. I'm a 
wreck, and my failing health is merely physical evi¬ 
dence of my stress. 

Aesop: Ludicra is my one and only band right now. 

6. One of the things I love about Ludicra is 
the fact that you guys don't limit the audi¬ 
ences you'll play to. For example, many of the 
local metal bands only play with other crappy 
metal bands at 21+ clubs, whereas you guys play 
with hardcore and punk bands often and I've 
seen you guys play clubs like Gilman, as well 
as the bar circuit. Please comment on this, 

Aesop: We come from a punk background as you may know, 
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many of those ideals about community are still very dear 
to us. What those other metal bands don't realize is how 
great it is to play for kids, they get so into it. You 
can just see in their faces that you are making a heavy 
impact on them, they haven't yet been jaded by oceans of 
mediocre shit yet. I still remember the feeling I had 
when I saw Die Kreuzen in 1985, I was 15 and it was like 
the universe opened before me. I want Ludicra to be some 
kid's universe expanding experience. 

Ross: As a member of Ludicra AND a member of another 
local metal band, I'll just say that Ludicra is lucky 
enough to get repeatedly invited to play these events. I 
don't think any band really wants to limit the audiences 
they'll play to. As a member of Impaled, we are always 
trying to get on underground punk bills at places like 
Burnt Ramen, 40th St. Warehouse, and Slaughterhouse 
because we want to play for kids and drink illegally in 
public. Drinking legally in a bar is so fucking quaint. 

Laurie: I agree with Ross. I am always happy to play 

all ages shows and I actually prefer them! The all-age 
Oakland shows have been our biggest support system 
since we started and I'm quite grateful. 


7. Aesop, tell the readers of SF&L about your 
other persona. Dr. Dre Dell 

Aesop: Nope! 


8. Aesop, does your kid think you 're a cool dad 
since you play in bands? Does your child have 


any interest in music? 

Aesop: Ezra is 3 so I am a cool dad regardless. I 
don't think he makes the connection that playing 
music is any cooler than being a train conductor. 

He does talk about his own imaginary bands, they 
have amazing names like Motorskinhead. Iron Potato, 
and the Deevils. He is really into music. Some of 
his favorites include, The Toy Dolls, The Ramones, 
Motorhead, The Bad Brains,The Pixies, Andrew WK, 50 
Million, Supernova, Finntroll, The Pogues, and The 
Cro Mags. He hates most Death and Black Metal, but 
then again so do I.

I'd say, 
though, that watching this much porn has really made me 
appreciate kissing. I see anal, I see oral, I see cum 
shots, I see ATMs, I see internals, I see gapers, I see 
enemas... I see a lot here, but I don't see a lot of 
kissing. I love kissing. 

Laurie: Yeah, some kissing and cuddling would be nice! 


12. The next couple of questions are for Laurie 
Sue and Christy. I know a lot more about hard¬ 
core than I do about metal, but from my limited 
exposure to metal, it seems like more women are 
involved in metal than in hardcore, like I'll see 
a lot more women in metal bands than in hardcore 
bands. Why do you think this is? 

Christy: Because metal is better, no really, it seems 
about the same to me, I see just as many girls in punk 
and hardcore bands as metal these days, maybe it's just 
the bay area. It could be that it seems like more 
ladies play in metal because there's such a wide range 
of styles involved, there are so many different sub- 
genres of metal, it's just bigger. 

Laurie: I'm not sure I know the answer because it 

always seemed to me that the metal world is more male- 
dominated especially if you're referring to women play¬ 
ing in bands... but there are more women bands these 
days and probably tons of hardcore and metal bands with 
girls that we haven't heard of yet. 


13. Since you two rock so hard, do you guys 
get a lot of, "You play really good for a 
girl!" type comments? Does playing metal 
feats/ shows kind of suck, as in, do you meet 
a lot of dumb ass metal guys who hit on you? 
Laurie: Well, luckily for the most part, playing for 

the Bay Area/and all-age shows, we haven't been 
judged or put-down, they are usually very supportive 
of our music, but there is sometimes the occasional 
over-opinionated, close-minded negatron that crosses 

our path. I don't get hit on too often, or perhaps 
I'm permastoned! 

Christy: I haven't received any of the 'good for a 
girl' comments in over 10 years. The only fest we 
ever played was the ladyfest in Seattle; I didn't 
meet any dumb guys there, weird. We've actually been 
treated very respectfully so far. It's been nice. 
There usually just as many girls as there are guys at 
our shows. I- think it might be different if we 
opened for some huge death metal band where there are 
the hordes of the meathead fans whose only female 
contact has been their mother. We're also not the 
most petite and feminine JLadies, so, I think we m^y 
scare a lot of the boys away. 


14. Last question for everyone. Thank you so 
much for the interview and for being such a 
great band. Do you have any last comments and 
how can people get in touch with you? 

Laurie: Thank YOU Athena!! 

Ross: Keep on livin' in the red. Always live la vida 
loca.

BRAND IN DC: DIRECT 
CONTROL 

1. Cleanse the Bacteria LP or 
2xLP-Pusmort 

God damn it, the whole thing is 
fuckin top quality hardcore. Why 
aren't there comps like this now? 
Maybe 1 need to put one out. 
Poison Idea, Enola Gay, Inferno, 
COC???? All the other bands???? 
I forgot... the fuckin 
INSTIGATORS! It's cool because 
it was an international comp. A 
must have I'd say. 

2. We Got Power LP--Mystic 
Besides the "Conform to the 
norm" song and the MINUTEMEN 
song, this comp is fuckin crazy. 
Rebel Truth, Authorities, No 
labels, JFA, White Cross and like 
34 other bands almost all ballistic 
80's hardcore punk. You should 
have this by now. It definetly 
changed something in me. 

3. Why Are We Here? EP-No Core 
Holy fuckin shitballs. 
Bloodmobile is the best hardcore 
band ever. Anybody got anymore 
music by this band? This was an 
old Raleigh, NC hardcore EP. It 
has Stillborn Christians, 
Bloodmobile, NO LABELS, and 
god damn it C.O.C. for Christ sake. 
It has an unreleased song by 
them too. I'm a sucker for old 
Raleigh HC because it makes me 
think of what that shithole town I 
grew up in had to offer then. It's 
hard to find, unless you find a 
sucker who's dumb enough to sell 
it. The damn drummer of COC is 
sitting on about 50 I'm sure. 

4. Master Tape vol.l and 
vol.2(affirmation) 

Man, there are some crazy bands 
on these comps. The Zero Boys 
sucked me in the most. The first 
comp is an LP and the second is a 


double, probably all know that. 
It's awesome hardcore from the 
80's like ARTICLES OF FAITH, 
MECHT MENSCH and lesser 
known bands like POISON 
CENTER, and MALIGNANT 
GROWTH (anybody got anymore 
music by this band?.) Anyway, 
there's tons of killer bands all 
over both comps, and you get the 
idea of what they were going for. 

5. Boston Not LA-Modern Method 
Records 

Gang Green and Jerry's kids.The 
Freeze and FU's. What more 
could you ask for? Oh, well how 
about some killer Proletariat 
songs? There you go. A couple 
other bands that are good but 
don't live up to the others. I'm 
pretty everybody has heard this 
by now, hopefully. If not, check it 
the fuck out. 

Sorry for the long answers. I'm so 
stoked i wanna go listen to all of 
those records now. Anyway, if 
there's honorable mentions I 
have a million of em. THRASH 
TIL DEATH LP, TIM YO 
BOOTLEG COMP, NO CORE TAPE 
LP, NICE AND LOUD EP, 
UNDERGROUND HITS VOL.2, 
FLEX YOUR FUCKIN HEAD, I'VE 
GOT AN ATTITUDE PROBLEM 
EP, AND MANY OTHERS. 

JEB BRANIN 

Well my list is DEFINITELY what 
I consider the five BEST comps. 
Trying to think of the five "most 
important" comps was frying 
what's left of my brain. 

5- The MRR comps from back in 
the day "Welcome to 1984" and 
"Not So Quiet on the Western 
Front." These band listings on 
these comps became like 
shopping lists for me. 

4- The "Reality" comp series on 
Deep Six Records. The 
"Tomorrow Will Be Worse" comp 
series on Sound Pollution. The 
"...In Decline" series on Six 


Weeks. The "Accidental..." series 
on Satan's Pimp. You get the 
drift... Every great power violence 
label has a great power 
violence/thrash series. I love 
them all! 

3 . T h e 

"Bllleeeeaaauuurrrrgghhh!" comp 
series on Slap A Ham. Different 
enough from the PV series 
mentioned in #4 to stand on its 
own. I still get a headache just 
thinking about listening to these! 
It's a beautiful thing. 

2- Big Mountain Comp. 

A benefit comp from the early 90s 
that featured unreleased tracks 
from several bands that were 
(and remain) favorites of mine, 
including HATE X 9, HAIRFARM, 
NSC, MORAL SUCKLING, 
ATHLETE BUTT AND THE 
FRIENDLY NOBODIES, 

ORGANIZED CONFUSION and 
more. This album was 
coordinated with concerts and 
even bowling tournaments to 
raise money for Big Mountain and 
for the Adopt a Native Elder 
program. 

1- The BCT tape comps. 

I certainly don't need to explain 
why these are number one, do I? 

Honorable Mentions. The Ham 
Slappin' Hits Comp., the SF+L 
comps, the Decline of Western 
Civilization soundtrack, and all 
those tapes my friends made back 
in the day of the Behind The Zion 
Curtain radio show hosted by 
Brad Collins. It was this radio 
show that helped me realize that 
"Punk Rock" included "Hardcore" 
as well. This may not seem like a 
big deal now, but like it or not, in 
the early 80s the term "punk 
rock" was also used on lots of New 
Wave crapola and so I was never 
comfortable saying I liked "punk" 
until the mid 80s when the lines 
had been drawn more clearly. 
Before that I would say "I don't 
like punk, except for that 


hardcore stuff like on Behind The 
Zion Curtain." 

ROBERT COLLINS 

I have never been (and still am 
not) a huge fan of compilations. 
If I LIKE a band, then I want to 
put on their record, instead of 
sitting through a bunch of bands I 
don't like. Naturally, 

compilations serve a huge 
purpose, so there are a few that 
escape my disdain, mostly for 
personal rather than musical 
reasons... 

1. PROGRAM: ANNIHILATOR-A 
Soundtrack For Destruction, SST 
Records, 1986 

9th grade, 1986. Walking down 
the sidewalk in Ponca City, 
Oklahoma, I saw a cassette on the 
ground...SST's PROGRAM: 
ANNIHILATOR. I put in in my 
Walkman, curious, and discovered 
the tape was broken in the 
middle (in the middle of BLACK 
FLAG'S "Thirsty and Miserable"), 
so I took it home and performed 
some surgery with scotch tape 
(remember the old tapes you 
could take apart with a 
screwdriver?), and treated myself 
to a punk classic. Except that I 
didn't KNOW it was a classic. I'd 
never heard of BLACK FLAG, and 
certainly not SWA, OVERKILL, 
WURM, DC3 or the mighty SAINT 
VITUS. I'd only recently heard of 
SST Records, through a 
mainstream heavy metal mag 
(Creem) in their review of a 
HUSKER DU record (I'd never 
heard of them either). And so I 
listened to BLACK FLAG...they 
were not half bad. DC3's "We 
Feel The Sky" is still a song that 
makes me freak out. I thought 
the metal OVERKILL was pretty 
good, then I heard the real one on 
this tape, and I fucking 
flipped....hardcore punk? Never 
heard of it. But I loved it. The 
songs on PROGRAM: 
ANNIHILATOR that really got me 
were the four from SAINT VITUS. 
Try describing that shit to a 
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clueless 14 year old. I've still got 
the tape, and it still warbles and 
crackles, then goes briefly silent 
during "Thirty & Miserable" 
(fuck, if you're going to lose a 
FLAG song, it might as well be a 
stinker, right?). I just recently 
bought a copy on vinyl, but it 
seems to be missing a little bit of 
the magic that fucked up tape 
has. 

2. P.E.A.C.E. 2xLP, RRadical 
Records, 1984(?) 

10th grade, 1987. Eric Hill drove 
me to school occasionally in his 
brother's Cutlass. Eric's brother 
was, I realize only in retrospect, 
a punk. Eric and I were into 
new wave, so we didn't care 
about Eric's brother's record 
collection, except that he had 
the import SMITHS albums in 
addition to the ones we could 
get. Eric's brother was away at 
college, and so periodically he 
would go through his brother's 
stuff, and borrow some tapes for 
us to listen to to and from school. 
And this was the only copy of the 
P.E.A.C.E compilation that I had 
until I got married 10 years later 
and inherited Karoline's. The 
tape had the bands listed...in 
alphabetical 

order. Imagine my excitement 
when, every few months or years, 
I would hear CCM, GISM, 
NEGAZIONE, ARTCLES OF 
FAITH, or any number of bands 
and realize that "Shit!! I know 
this song!" another mystery 
solved. I knew fuck-all about 
punk rock when I heard this 
comp, and without any 
information, I learned pretty 
much nothing from it, except 
that there was a world of punk I 
wanted to dive into. It just took 
me a while to find the pool. 

3. HOPE FOR US EP, Discontent, 
1993 

By 1993 I was starting to get a 
clue, I had toured, had even 
recorded a couple of demos, but 
the DIY world still pretty much 


escaped me. I saw GRIMPLE in 
Oklahoma in 1992, found MRR 
for the first time (along with 
BYOFL), then played with 
NAKED AGGRESSION in New 
Mexico later that year...but that's 
about it. Then ANCIENT 
CHINESE PENIS had a day off on 
tour in Wisconsin (a day we had 
off, incidentally, because my now 
wife refused to book us a show in 
Madison...something about "no 
band with a name that stupid 
can be any good"), and we heard 
about a show in Cudahy, south of 
Milwaukee. We were friends 
with DAMITOL, and they got us 
into the show free, and 
introduced us to Toasterhead, 
from ONE DAY AWAY. 
Toasterhead was giving away 
(!??!?) copies of their new EP, 
and also sold me the HOPE FOR 
US compilation, featuring ONE 
DAY AWAY, DAMITOL, ANIMAL 
FARM and BURIED (who gave 
the comp its title). That show, 
those people, and that record 
signified my real introduction to 
DIY punk. I'm still friends with 
people from most of the bands on 
that record, and while none of 
them may be legendary, I would 
certainly contend that they 
should be. HOPE FOR US does 
what a compilation should; it 
captures a moment in time, 
highlights a region, and every 
song is spectacular. 

4. UNA DE GATO CUERNO DE 
VACA, Tee Pee Records, 1996 
This double 7" captured 
everything I loved at this 
moment, well, everything outside 
of the Bay Area. The late 1990s 
Arizona/ New Mexico scene was 
mind-numbingly awesome, and 
there was nowhere we felt more 
at home...including, sometimes, 
home. I got this record at a show 
we played in Santa Fe and, like 
HOPE FOR US, it perfectly 
captures that moment, in that 
place. Most of the bands from 
the show are on the record (plus 
stand outs like EL DOPA and 


CORRUPTED), and listening to 
LOGICAL NONSENSE, SISTEMA 
NERVIOSO, FANATICS brought 
back all the memories from that 
night in the middle of a hellish 
ice storm, great bands, great 
friends, trying to sleep while 
desert maniacs are cooking 
crack in the next room. Now 
those are memories. 

5. DEUTSCH PUNK, random CD 
my friend bought me in Germany, 
late 1980s 

Misplaced in a move long ago, 
this disc featured SLIME, KGB, 
NORMAHL, BLUTAAT, SLUTS, 
and more. Man, if I had only 
been able to harness that 
information then, instead of 
backtracking now. I listened to 
this all through high school, not 
really having a clue that it 
represented a then-thriving 
scene halfway around the world, 
oops. 

There are of course the records 
that were surely more important 
than those on my list, just not as 
important to me. I suppose you 
could make the argument that 
WELCOME TO 1984 has more 
historical significance than 
HOPE FOR US, or that A 
FAREWELL TO ARMS is more 
necessary than UNA DE GATO 
CUERNO DE VACA. I guess you 
might take the position that 
PUNK AND DISORDERLY was an 
important series of compilations. 
And you might be right. 

***One more thing: Alternative 
Tentacles OOPS, WRONG 
STEREOTYPE had a HUGE 
impact on me. That record was 
when I realized that AT, in 
addition to releasing killer 
DEAD KENNEDYS records, also 
put out some complete crap. 
Probably the same effect that 
PROGRAM: ANNIHILATOR had 
on BLACK FLAG fans of the 
time. See? It's all about your 
perspective.

RUDOLF EVERTS 

The best 5 compilations ever 
made... Hmm. A tough one for 
sure. There's so many 
compilations coming out which I 
always have mixed feelings 
about. On one hand it's a good 
way to check out bands, other 
side is that there's always bands 
on the record which are not good 
or not interesting. I will not list 
old stuff like 'Boston, Not LA' or 
other classics like 'Flex your 
head'. Other people can probably 
make a great story about those 
but it's just before my time. Not 
that they're not good though. I 
prefer to stick to newer stuff. 
And the ones I'm gonna mention 
all have fast music on it. Yippee ! 

1 

Bllllleeeeaaaauuuuurrrrrgggggg 
hhhhhh 7"es (Slap A Ham). 

A serie of 4 compilations and 
they are all good. Not only for the 
concept of putting an amazing 
lot of bands with amazingly short 
songs on vinyl but also for the 
bands. A wide selection of 
extreme bands around the world. 
Okay, I have to admit I don't play 
em regularly but when I do it 
always makes me smile. Must 
have been one hell of a job 
getting this together. Came out 
as a powerviolence mayhem. The 
game aspect is to try and 
recognize bands without 
checking the cover. 
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2. Cry now, cry later 7"es 
(Pessimiser). 

Also a serie of 4, this time double 
7"es with a huge foldout cover. 
Again a true powerviolence 
mayhem for the listener. 
Awesome bands, a lot less than 
the nr. 1 in this list but still 
amazing. I can hear this any time 
any day. Nice thing about this 
series is that I started with nr. 3 
or 4 and had to hunt down all the 
other issues. The hunt for those 
was interesting as well. 

3. Reality 12" (Deep Six). The 
argument I can come up with for 
this series (also 4 if I'm right) is 
basically the same as for nr. 1 
and 2. An amazing way too check 
out new bands in the extreme 
corner of hardcore and a good 
way too hear bands you already 
know without playing a whole 
record. I have to admit that 1 
think the quality of later issues 
got a little less but maybe that's 
just a matter of taste. 

4. A reason for living 1999 2x12" 
(Dan Doh). 

I was so glad when I got this 
record. I love Japanese hardcore 
and this record is the best way to 
check out bands. There's so 
many songs and bands on here 
that it's never boring. Besides it 
looks really awesome coverwise, 
booklet wise and musicwise. I 
don't have the 2003 issue of this 
compilation but I hope to find a 
copy when I'm in Tokyo really 
soon. All bands are just fast or 
extreme. Does it for me. 

5. Histeria 12" (Lengua Armada) 
Actually there's 2 issues of this 
comp, already but still a top 
notch collection of bands. What 1 
like about these is that they have 
a typical 'lengua armada feel' to 
it and that the style that bands 
play differ a little. Some more 
punk, some more hardcore. 
Again it's the bands that do the 
trick. 


ATHENA KAUTSCH 

This was really hard! I was 
racking my brain and going 
through my records (which was a 
lot of fun as I hadn't listened to 
some of these gems in over ten 
years), but when it came down to 
it, I thought I'd list the comps 
that made the biggest on me 
personally, as opposed to the 
"scene" or whatever. I mean, 
geez, it's almost predictable. You 
know the P.E.A.C.E. comp is 
going to get a lot of props, as will 
the "Bullshit Detector" comp [I 
was wrong, by the way!-ed.] For 
me, being lucky enough to grow 
up and live in the San Francisco 
Bay Area my entire life, I was 
most influenced by the music 
around me. After putting this 
together, I have come to the 
conclusion that I'm a California 
girl through and through. I love 
punk and hardcore from all over 
the country and world, but the 
comps that influenced me most 
during my formative punk years 
are below. 

1. It Came From Slimey Valley- 
Mystic Records, 1984 
So Doug Moody was an asshole, 
but damn, he had great taste in 
bands! This platter contains 
everyone from The GRIM to Dr. 
KNOW to ILL REPUTE to 
CIRCLE ONE to REIGN OF 
TERROR, among others. Having 
grown up in the Bay Area and 
having had the opportunity to 
see many of the bands on this 
comp in their prime when they'd 
make the drive up the coast to 
play in Berkeley or San 
Francisco, I can only say that I 
was really lucky! I can 
remember going to see many of 
these bands and being totally 
stoked after they'd do a great set, 
but being even happier when the 
band members would be nice to 
me when I would try to talk to 
them, or buy records and shirts 
from them, and I think that 
probably had more impact on me 


than anything. Growing up in a 
shithole suburb, it was cool 
getting to know and become 
friends with people who played 
in what I thought were "big" 
bands, especially since a lot of 
the local bands were snobs. I see 
younger folks in bands nowadays 
that have a lot of "hype" or 
"scenester points" and it never 
fails to both crack me up and 
make me angry when I see them 
act like stupid rockstar fuckers 
when someone younger or "not 
as cool" will try to talk to them. 
That bullshit really pisses me off. 
So if this sounds like you (and 
you KNOW who you are!), stop it. 
Be nice because your band sucks 
anyways and no one will care 
about you after your overrated 
band breaks up. Think people 
will be scouring ebay for your 
bands records ten years after you 
break up? Think again. 

2. Someone Got Their Head 
Kicked InLBetter Youth 
Organization, 1982 

Watching "Another State of 
Mind" really had impact on me, 
as I remember buying this record 
at the Rasputin's in Concord 
because BYO put it out and both 
SOCIAL DISTORTION and 
YOUTH BRIGADE were on it! 
When I took it home and listened 
to it, or actually, I think I 
listened and taped it at my 
friend's house because I didn't 
have a record player at the time, 
I was stoked to hear bands like 
the ADOLESCENTS, BAD 
RELIGION, BATTALION OF 
SAINTS, and AGGRESSION for 
the first time. 

3. NOT SO QUIET ON THE 
WESTERN FRONT-MRR 1982-ish 
This was such an incredibly 
important record to me and the 
punk community worldwide. I 
remember sitting in my room 
and reading the liner notes, 
lyrics, and band info over and 
over and listening to my dubbed 
version of this over and over in 


my Walkman while I walked to 
school. I didn't fit in or feel 
normal at school, but this comp 
and these bands made me feel 
like me and my little crew of 
suburban misfits belonged 
somewhere. This comp has no* 
less than 47 bands who have all 
influenced and will continue to 
influence generations of punk 
and hardcore bands globally. I 
mean, everyone from SOCIAL 
UNREST to VICIOUS CIRCLE to 
CODE OF HONOR to 7 SECONDS 
to the DEAD KENNEDYS to 
CRUCIFIX to CAPITOL 

PUNISHMENT to FANG to BAD 
POSTURE and many many more 
are on this! I am really glad that 
Alternative Tentacles reissued 
this so new generations of punks 
can pick this up and listen to the 
bands who are an important part* 
of our community's history. I 
remember meeting Eugene from 
WHIPPING BOY when I recorded 
w/Bart Thurber for the first time 
back in the day (Eugene ran and 
worked in CFY Records next 
door) and thinking, "Wow, that 
dude was on that comp." On a 
side note, I found out that my 
high school creative writing 
teacher, Mrs. Juska, had a son 
who played in DEADLY REIGN, 
another band on this comp. I 
already loved her and her class, 
but learning this made me think 
she was even cooler for birthing 
and raising such a cool (and 
hot!) son. She has just published 
her memoirs titled A Round 
Heeled Woman, where she writes 
quite a bit about her son among 
other things, so if you like to 
read, you should pick it up. It's 
great. 

4. Tie between WOMEN'S 
LIBERATION 12" comp on Vinyl 
Fight Back Records and 
JAPANKORE OMNIBUS Vol. 2 
HARDCORE MESS one-sided 12" 
comp-mid 90's 

With the "Women's Liberation" 
comp hosting THE GAIA, 
WORMCAST, GUSH, and PISS, 
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and the "Japankore..." comp 
hosting THE GAIA again, SINK, 
BONE CRUSHER, MELT 
BANANA, plus more, these two 
comps have the ability to kick 
your ass and leave you begging 
for more Japanese estrogen- 
fueled brutality. The angst and 
fury of Japanese women is not to 
be underestimated! 

5. The 

Bllllleeeeaaaauuuuurrrrrgggggg 
hhhhhh 7"es on Slap A Ham 
Chris is seriously nuts. The 
concept alone is crazy, but the 
fact that he actually pulled it off 
is awesome! These comps are 
vitally important and influential. 
Just take a look at the roster on 
any one of these and you'll see 
bands on them that people still 
completely geek out over. If it 
wasn't for Slap A Ham, many of 
today's bands and labels 
wouldn't be around, period. 
This comp series says it all about 
this important and influential 
label. 

AMI LAWLESS 

Lemme start by stating that im a 
huge collector of comps-good 
ones that is. Comps are hard 
because more times than not 
theres gonna be some throw 
away tracks included. However 
since I do a radio show I listen to 
comps at least a few times a 
week. I like throwing one on 
while I’m D.J.ing so I can load a 
bowl, smoke a bowl, chit-chat, 
make crank phone calls, etc. 
and don't have to be bothered 
with changing records 
frequently. With that stated it 
was hard for me to break this 
down to just 5 great/fave 
comps....so let's fucking go. 

1. Death To False Metal on 
Probe Records 

This was a collection of punk 
bands covering '80's metal 
bands.it was an awesome idea 
and I think this is a total classic 


in its own right. I listen to it 
pretty damn frequently to this 
day. In fact if you've ever taken a 
road trip with me chances are 
you've heard me rawking this 
bitch in the car. Stand out 
tracks for me on this are: 
BETTY'S LOVE CHILD covering 
Maiden's "The Trooper", 
HICKEY doing "Kingdom Come" 
by Manowar and the hilarious 
renditiion of Ratt's "Round and 
Round" by SCHLONG. r.i.p. 
Probe. 

2. Cleanse the Bacteria 
released in 1985 on Pusmort 

I remember when my mom 
found this in my room and 
asked, "What the hell is this?" I 
said it's a punk 

rock record. Man was that an 
understatement on my part.this 
comp was and still is an 
essential introduction to 
international HC. This was the 
first time I had the priviledge of 
listening to great foreign bands 
like MOB 47,CRUDE SS, and 
CIVIL DISSIDENT sharing a 12" 
with great US bands like 7 
SECONDS, C.O.C., SIEGE and 
SEPTIC DEATH. This was only 
pressed one time and I rarely 
see it for sale anywhere, which 
tells me people are holding onto 
this thing for a good reason. It 
klxx ass! 

3. America In Decline a U.S. 
hardcore/punk compilation on 
Six Weeks 

The title says it all! This comp 
was to the 90's what Not So 
Quiet On The Western Front was 
to the 80's! It blew the door off 
HC/punk as we knew it. All 
these great yet unheard of bands 
from all over the U.S. had tracks 
on here. Fucking great and 
influential bands like BROTHER 
INFERIOR, RASH OF 
BEATINGS, UTTER BASTARD, 
FUCKFACE, FANATICS, 
BENUMB, APEFACE, and a shit 
ton more. Damn near all these 
bands are no longer around but 


many of them have spawned 
countless other bands. Some of 
which just might be one of yr 
favorites of the moment. This 
comp also came with a sticker 
sheet of all the bands logos-what 
a rad idea that was. 

4. Not So Quiet On The Western 
Front on A.T. 

My sister gave me this for X-mas 
in the early '80's maybe '82. It 
came with the first issue of MRR 
which I still have as well.i think 
this was most likeley one of the 
first if not the first comps to 
focus on a geographical 
region.this one being northern 
Cali, No-Cal as we call it.the 
bands on here were so fucking 
punk to me at the time! Ih how I 
played the shit outta this. This 
comp was chock full of great 
tracks from bands like 
CRUCIFIX, CODE OF HONOR, 
BAD POSTURE, MDC, DK's, 
Fairfield's own DEMENTED 
YOUTH. But I gotta say my fave 
tracks on here gotta be FANG's 
"Fun With Acid" and CAPITOL 
PUNISHMENT'S "El Salvador". I 
remeber playing this at my high 
school graduation party in 
'84...fucking punk as fuck. 

5. Scene Through My Eyes on 
the Shapunk label outta SF 
What a great release this was. 
Super d.i.y. packaging on this l.p. 
comp with spray painted and 
glued covers and xeroxed 
booklet shows that Matt really 
put his heart and soul into this 
comp. Not sure how many were 
pressed but I rarely see this gem 
for sale anywhere either. This 
comp features some fucking 
amazing songs by THE GAIA, 
D.S.B., JENO, the NEIGHBORS, 
SISTEMA NERVIOSO, TOWEL, 
FUCKFACE, HELIVATOR and a 
few more, all have since broken 
up. If you ever have the 
opportunity to lay yer filthy 
hands on this do so. Damn 
highly recomended. 


Like I said it was hard for me to 
narrow this down to just 5, so I 
have a few honorable mentions. 
Hell Comes To Your House, 
BLUUUUURRRRRGGHHH and 
son of, Russia Bombs Finland, 
Flipside vinyl fanzine #1 and #2, 
Boston Not L.A., and one I 
almost included in my top 5 
P.E.A.C.E. 2 X l.p. with 
AOF,GISM, Mob 47 and many 
more killer bands. 

DOUG LONG 

1. "Cleanse The Bacteria" 

One of the first hardcore 
compilations I'd ever heard, this 
record took me from listening to 
THE CIRCLE JERKS straight to 
worshipping at the altar of 
POISON IDEA and SEPTIC 
DEATH! This was also my 
introduction to MOB 47, SIEGE, 
AKUTT INNLEGGELSE and 
CRUDE SS. A total classic first 
played for me by a late buddy of 
mine, for some reason I still 
have never bothered to buy an 
original copy. I'm guessing it's 
ebay gold. Has this been re¬ 
issued on CD yet? 

2. "Hardcore Holocaust: Peel 
Sessions" 

I was originally psyched to get 
this record because of the 
NAPALM DEATH and EXTREME 
NOISE TERROR tracks. It ended 
up being even better than I had 
hoped, exposing me to a whole 
slew of awesome bands that I'd 
never heard before: ELECTRO 
HIPPIES, THE STUPIDS, 
INTENSE DEGREE, DOCTOR & 
THE CRIPPENS... all great 
stuff! It was like getting to 
actually hear a bunch of the 
bands from NAPALM DEATH'S 
thanks list! A lot of the tracks 
from these recordings sound 
better than the bands' 
individual releases. The BOLT 
THROWER stuff on this 
compilation is some of their best 
material, raw as hell. 
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3. "Eye of the Thrash Guerilla" 

I only recently got around to 
buying a (bootleg) copy of the 
actual vinyl to replace my worn 
out dubbed tape, but this album 
really kicked my ass the first 
time I heard it. Pretty much a 
who's who of classic Japanese 
hardcore punk, it still kicks my 
ass today! Great tracks from 
genre-bastions SOB, 

NIGHTMARE and DEATH SIDE, 
but it's the criminally 
underrated RAISE CAIN and the 
mighty TETSU ARREY that are 
my personal favorites on this 
record. The CROW tunes don't 
do a thing for me, but I guess 
every compilation needs one 
dud. This was my first time 
hearing TETSU ARREY, and for 
that alone I have a special place 
in my heart for this badass piece 
of hardcore history. 

4. "North Atlantic Noise Treaty" 
Fuck! This is a damn bulldozer 
of classic brutality that 
especially showcases what the 
UK (and, to a lesser extent, US) 
thrashers of the late 80's were 
up to. Crushing hardcore from 
SEPTIC DEATH, RIPCORD, 
HERESY, ENT, DOCTOR & THE 
CRIPPENS, INTENSE DEGREE 
and some pulverizing re- 
recordings of early "Scum" era 
NAPALM DEATH tunes with Lee 
on vocals. 

5. "Tomorrow Will Be Worse" 
America and Japan united in 
the righteous war for total 
eardrum slaughter! Just as 
"North Atlantic Noise Attack" 
sort of encapsulates what was 
going on with late 80's UK 
thrash bands, I think this 
compilation does the best job of 
any semi-recent compilation of 
doing the same for both the US 
and Japanese fastcore bands of 
the late 90's. It's by no means an 
all-encompassing document, but 
it is a great cross section of the 
baddest of the badasses in a 
time when faster-than-fuck 


hardcore was at a zenith. With 
all the brutality on these four 
EPs, it’s NICE VIEW that still 
has yet to get the recognition 
they deserve. How about an LP, 
boys?! 

LOSER 

This is my first contribution to 
this section and the question is 
almost impossible to answer as 
there're tons of amazing 
compilations out. Anyway, if I'll 
ever be forced at gunpoint to 
come up with my favorite 
samplers (in no particular 
order), I would go for these 
ones: 

1. "This is Boston, not L.A." - 
comp. LP (Modern Method 
Records /1984) 

I bet, nearly everyone will talk 
about this longplayer in this 
part of the zine, but that's 
obvious since the bands on this 
masterpiece read like a who is 
who of the early punk scene: 
JERRY'S KIDS, THE 
PROLETARIAT, THE 

GROINOIDS, THE F.U.’S, GANG 
GREEN, DECADENCE plus THE 
FREEZE. Ultra fast and 
extremely brutal (well, mostly), 
yet always unforgettable Boston 
hardcore cannot be played any 
better!! 

2. "Process of Elimination e.p." 

- comp. 7" (Touch & Go Records 
/1981) 

I chose this EP because it 
features four of my preferred 
hordes of all time (NECROS, 
MEATMEN, NEGATIVE 

APPROACH, THE FIX) as well 
as really incredible stuff by 
YOUTH PATROL, TOXIC 
REASONS, VIOLENT APATHY 
and MCDONALDS. I grew up 
with exactly this kind of 
uncompromising music (believe 
me, my parents completely 
hated it!), so I had to mention 
this timeless gem for sure!! 


3. "Hardcore Unlawful 
Assembly" - comp. LP (AA 
Records / 1984) 

This nugget delivers nothing but 
perfectly executed Japanese 
hardcore/punk from an era long 
forgotten! I'm not kidding: 
LAUGHIN' NOSE, MOBS, 
COBRA, LIP CREAM, GISM, 
OUTO, BAWS and ZOUO 
definitely stood the test of time!! 

4. "My Meat's your Poison" - 
comp. LP (Kagai Mousou 
Records / 1987) 

What we've got here is another 
devastating comp, that brings 
some well deserved rapid-fire, 
totally out of control in addition 
to entirely ferocious, traditional 
Japanese hardcore/thrash from 
flawless units like OUTO, 
CHICKEN BOWELS, 

SYSTEMATIC DEATH, GUDON, 
S.O.B. and LIP CREAM into your 
household. Ha, I urge you to 
listen to S.O.B.'s cover of 
"Blitzkrieg bop" (RAMONES) - 
this version is extra violent!! 

5. "Hardcore '83" - comp. LP 

(Propaganda Records / 1983) 
Even though a few godsent 
troops like for example 
TERVEET KADET, KAAOS, 
NUKKETEATTERI or 

MELLAKKA are missing, this 
crushing complication includes 
practically every important 
Finnish band from two decades 
ago: KANSAN UUTISET, 

R1ISTETYT, JAKKE & LATERI, 
APARAT, RATTUS, TAMPERE 
SS, PROTESTI, ALAMAAILMA, 
KUOLEMA, BASTARDS, H.I.C. 
SYSTEEMI, FUCKING 

FINLAND, DESTRUCKTIONS, 
MARIONETTI, MAANALAINEN 
PELASTUSARMEIJA, 
SEKUNDA, TAKUU and VARAUS. 
Any questions!?!

3. THE NORTH ATLANTIC NOISE 
ATTACK CD 

Kick ass line-up with INTENSE 
DEGREE, RIPCORD, NAPALM 
DEATH, HERESY, SEPTIC DEATH, 
EXTREME NOISE TERROR, 
among others. Total raging 
hardcore/thrash with most bands 
doing several songs. Exactly the 
style I love the most. Manic Ears 
Records. 

4. STARVING DOG EATS MASTER 
LP 

Another Japanese comp. Six 
bands on here but the material by 
CRUCK, NIGHTMARE, and 
DEATHSIDE is so fucking good it 
makes the top 5. Typical bad ass 
punishing 

Japanese hardcore. Blood Sucker 
Records. 

5.1 couldn't pick just one, so these 
are all about tied depending on 
what day it is.

ANDY STICK 

All of these compilations are old, 
here's why. One, it's so fucking 
easy to put a record out now that 
the quality of compilations has 
dramatically decreased. Two, as a 
teenager, comps were the perfect 
and affordable way to hear lots of 
bands in a new genre. Now, I don't 
want to hear lots of bands in 30 
minutes unless it's a mix tape I 
made myself. End The Warzone 
and This Is Boston Not LA'are 
both relatively new to me (within 
the last ten years) and thus didn't 
make this list. 

1. Stockholm's Mangel reissue 
2xLP/ CI) - Swedish Punk Classics/ 
Distortion 2000 

I'm talking the easily available re¬ 
issue with bonuses galore, not the 
cassette. I'd owned much of the 
material on several bootlegs and 
traded tapes, but never the 
complete package. Of the six 
bands, these four are essential in 
any collection: Mob 47, Discard, 
Protes Bengt and Crudity. The 
sound of an enormous door 
slamming in the depths of hell and 
utterly essential to anyone 
interested in the d beat revival. 

2. Grindcrusher Version 2 2xLP - 
Earache 1991 

I'm a teenager and I'm drunk on 
cider. Morbid Angel, Repulsion, 
Carcass, Naked City, Filthy 
Christians, Godflesh, Entombed 
and Boltthrower rule my world. So 
do Napalm Death, but on this 
version of Grindcrusher, it has a 
track from Harmony Corruption, 
which to me was the first sucky 
Napalm record. 


3. blllleeeaaarrrggghhhh 7"- Slap 
A Ham 1991 

Seen by many as a joke and it is 
full of far too much crap, but it 
also contains the following gold 
star winners: G Anx, No Comment, 
Neanderthal, Infest, Born Against, 
Mouth Fart (forgotten gem), 
Citizens Arrest and Meat Shits. 
One of those bands I listed as a 
winner is a lie (hint, it's Meat 
Shits) 

4. North Atlantic Noise Attack, 
2xLP - Meantime 1989 

One of those moments I can still 
remember clearly today. Picking 
up this compilation in a second 
hand record shop in the summer 
of 1990 in The Merrion Centre 
Market in Leeds, England and 
being transfixed by the (stupid) 
sleeve. I was mostly drawn to the 
back cover pictures of various 
sweaty thrashers with bad tattoos 
and Batman t-shirts. I also 
remember buying Unseen Terror 
and Intense Degree LPs on the 
same day. Dr and The Crippens, 
Ripcord, Jailcell Recipes, Septic 
Death and Heresy are all 
introduced into my life via this 
compilation. By way of cover 
versions, SSD, Siege (an obviously 
shoddy attempt by Intense 
Degree) and strangely enough, 
The Ramones, are also introduced 
into my sphere of reality. 

5. Civilisationens Bakgard 7" 
(Elderberry 1991) 

Yeah, so The Sun and Dorn Dar are 
two bands I never gave a shit 
about (and never will), but G Anx 
(for the second time this gimme 
five), Svart Sno and that insanely 
good No Security track, Death 
Metal Rebeller rule. In fact, I can 
probably state for the record that 
after Totalitar, my two favourite 
Swedish bands of all time are on 
this (that would be G Anx and No 
Security). 


JETHRO WALL 

Picking FIVE top compilations 
was by far the hardest GIMME 
FIVE I have had 


to do so far, it really is next to 
impossible. As usual, I just want to 
say, I by no means think my 
selections are the most important, 
just my personal favorites and

1) Let’s start with the 
basics so who’s in Cattle 
Decapitation, what are 
their roles in the band 
and how many years have 
you guys been together? 
Travis: Josh EImore-guitar, 
Troy Oftedal-bass and tour 
managing, Mike Laughlin¬ 
drums, Travis Ryan-Vocals 
and everything else. We’ve 
been together for about 7 
years or so but this lineup 
has been about 4 or so years 


2) You guys have just 
released your new album, 
Humanure, in July on 
Metal Blade Records to 
awesome reviews and you 
have been touring almost 
nonstop since April with 
the I ikes of Six Feet 
Under, Vital Remains and 
Deicide.

Cattle Decapitation first 
started did you think you 
would have come this far? 
Travis: I wasn’t sure. Not 
really. And even now it’s 
hard to gauge just "how far" 
we ’ve got ten. We still 
come home to little money so 
it’s not like that is an 
indication. People tell us 
"how huge we are" but it 
doesn’t feel like it..haha.. 
It’s death metal and 
grindcore so I don’t know 
how huge that can get unless 
you were one of the ones 
that were there in the 
beginning like Cannibal 
Corpse. They can live off of 
i t . 

3) I’ve hea rd recent Iy 
from several sources that 
the cover art for 
Humanure is being banned 

in severaI count ries if 
not banned altogether. 

I’ve seen album covers 
that are ten times worse 
with women being raped 
and people being gutted 
and we’ re talking reaI 
photos here, what’s so 
damn wrong with a paint¬ 
ing of a cow shitting out 
turds that look like peo¬ 
ple? 

Travis: One big reason why 
we went with Metal Blade 
was because we didn’t want 
anyone to not be able to 
find the album. Here we are 
on a huge label with a ton 
of press and publicity and 
people can’t find it because 
so many stores refuse to 


carry it because of the 
cover. So, we’re changing 
it. I reaI Iy don’t care. It 
sucks because the new cover 
isn’t that great but maybe 
now it will put more empha¬ 
sis on the lyrics and music 
instead of people deeming us 
immature or whatever because 
of the cover. I don’t get it 
either... I mean, I do, but 
it’s stupid. It’s just an 
album cover. Ever since 
Janet Jackson’s boob being 
exposed on TV, the FCC and 
even the god fearing public 
have been in an uproar. 
Everything is changing. 

4) Have you been vegan 
your whole life or was 
there something that hap¬ 
pened 

that made you stop eating 
meat and animal products? 
I know for me it happened 
in 2000 when I was work¬ 
ing as a landscaper on a 
cattle ranch in Nevada 
and I saw the cows shit¬ 
ting all ove r their back

ever since. 

That’s 
one argument I always come 
back to when talking to meat 
eaters about 

vegetarianism. One big mis¬ 
conception is that we’re 
vegan. Troy used to be, but 
we’re all vegetarians. I 
think it must be due to the 
extreme nature of the 
lyrics and shit... I always 
thought meat was 
disgusting growing up but I 
still ate bacon and tacos 
and stuff...

Oooohyeah. This is great. Amazing. If you 
haven't heard it yet, put it on your "to do" list 
prioritizing it somewhere slightly below 
breathing but slightly ahead of eating.

MIDNIGHT somehow takes the 
bloody raw and most reckless aspects of early 
80s extreme metal (think VENOM) and mutates 
it into a hyper-fast neo-thrash explosion.

OK, I'm lumping these two together and offering 
less of a review and more of a rambling 
observation. I've been at a few more corporate 
shows recently, usually there's one half decent 
metal band like Mastodon or someone on the bill 
and I've seen a bunch of these type of bands. I've 
also seen massive hoards of kids who are easily 
half my age kickboxing their way through the 
night and all wearing shirts with enormously bad 
backprints on them mentioning something about 
hardcore. So, here it is, this doesn't sound 
anything like hardcore to me, but there's several 
hundred kids in my city alone who would argue 
that it is, possibly more people would argue this 
is hardcore than would argue my stance. So 
maybe it's time for this old git to actually listen 
to a couple of their bands? First, 1 can barely 
tell the difference between Misery Signals and 
Remembering Never, honestly, I don't hear- much 
of it, but I'm also fully aware that the people at 
Ferret Records probably can't tell the difference 
between Hellnation and Despise You. Both 
bands are heavy and exist in the grey area that 
isn't hardcore or metal. Structures are usually 
chaotic and tense sounding, lots of JUD-JUD- 
JUD-WAH-WAH-WAH then two JUDs followed by 
six WAHs and a whole lot of 6/4 time signatures. 
Occasionally they'll stop being so strained and 
shouty and open up a bit and without fail, they 
suddenly descend into that horrible whiney 
singing that nearly every band in this incredibly 
new, yet inexplicably popular scene seems to do. 
lyrically Misery Signals fall into the familiar hole 
of sounding tough, yet really singing about how 
much girls suck, but Remembering Never 
actually take the time to question the world and 
their own scene, which, as far as I'm concerned, 
if you have thousands of teenagers buying into 
your scene and band, is an admirable thing to do. 
At the end of the lyrics the singer questions 
where hardcore is going and where the passion 
and politics are, which on a good day, like now, I 
find highly commendable, but I'm also aware 
that tomorrow I'm just as likely to dismiss it as a 
load of old crap and they aren't talking about my 
scene anyway. When they say hardcore is dying, I 
know they're not talking bout what I consider 
hardcore.

This is hysterical! I love it! Canadian neo¬ 
thrashers BOULDER have formed this spoof 
NWOBHM 

band called SWEET ROXX and have released a 7" 
record that purports to be a "re-release" of their 
1984 single on "Noise of the North" Records. It 
comes complete with linear notes by Geoff 
Barton of Kerrang! and Sounds infamy. Musically 
they have done an admirable job of recreating an 
early 80s band, although truth be told none of 
the underground and unheralded NWOBHM 
bands I was raised on ever played this fast, this 
heavy, or had production this thick and meaty. 

In fact, this sounds more like METALLICA 
playing DIAMOND HEAD, than actual DIAMOND 
HEAD, if you know what I mean... Where 
BOULDER (I mean SWEET ROXX) really hits the 
nail on the head is with the lyrics. The constant 
self-referential nature of the lyrics, the 
gratuitous efforts to sing about hell, and the 
sheer silliness is dead on.

She wasn't 
impressed and needless to say my sister dumped 
him for a cooler punker dude and gave me that 
EP. I played the shit outta that thing, the 3 same 
songs over and over: 1 loved it. The songs had 
some bad words in them and the music was all 
crazy and fucked up sounding. It was way punker 
than the Ramones, Dickies and Runaways (my 
punk staples at the time). THE GACY'S PLACE 
EP was the soundtrack to my 13th year-my mom 
hated it, which only made it that much better! 
I've heard in recent years that the EP can fetch 
a $200 bid on E-bay. Too bad suckers, because 
Jello relentlessly bugged the members of THE 
MENTALLY ILL to kick down all of their 
recordings (yes, even the basement tapes) so 
Alternative Tentacles could release this crudely 
recorded gem of the rawest punk that Chicago 
had to offer in the late 1970's.

OK, so much of Discordance Axis' sound was 
derived by contrasting hyper fast drumming with 
slowed down, lengthy, cacophonous guitar noise.

The Process 
sees them trying their hand at Cleveland styled 
hardcore. I say trying their hand not to give the 
impression that it's half baked or 
unaccomplished, but more to indicate that 
sometimes our musical intentions come out far 
different than intended, after all, Shank was 
supposed to be downtuned Youth Crew in the 
early days. Basically, The Process play 
bludgeoning, riff heavy, varied sounding modfern 
hardcore. Not modern hardcore meaning 
American Nightmare or any other charlatan acts 
of poser losers often described as modern 
hardcore. Modern in the sense that they've taken 
several great moments of genres past and fused 
them with a new energy. They've also learned the 
all important lesson of what made bands who 
pioneered a sound suck and deftly sidetracked 
those pitfalls. I'm talking Ringworm keeping the 
brutal hardcore levels high, I'm talking Integrity 
without the hideous cheese and there's also 


large debts to Damnation AD's gloriously 
anthemic borderline mosh tendencies.

That there's forty songs shouldn't put you off, 
they're all well written and not thrown in for the 
sake of filling up sides with as many songs as 
possible.
